CABLE KING TO SOON SHAKE CHICA-

New York Palace, Built by Garden City

Charlies T. Yerkes’ ambitious plan to 
shake the dust of Chicago off his shoes and 
go to New York to live seems about to be 
realized, 

Step by step the cable king !s arranging his 
affairs so he can install himself in the palace 
in Fifth avenue, which awaits the coming 
of the master. 

A dry financial transaction is one of the 
culminating features of Mr. Yerkes’ plan. 
The last of a series of big operations, all 
having the one end in view, was the recent 
sale of the new consolidated mortgage bonds 
of the West Chicago Street railway com- 
pany. These are said to have gone to New 
York entirely, being placed in that city, Bos- 
ton, and Philadelphia. 


Stocks to Be Listed in Gotham. 

North and West Chicago stock within a 
month will be listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange, if Mr. Yerkes’ plan succeeds, 
When the skyrocket trip of Diamond Match, 
launched by the Moore brothers, closed the 
Chicago Exchange last summer Mr. Yerkes 
was laden heavily with cable stocks. Inthe 
extremity flashed upon the financier by the 
Moore brothers’ crash he obtained from the 
East nearly all the money to take care of 
his deals.

TOSCOLA HORN BEARERS WAYLAID, 


“Their Pet Instrument Is Battered 


and the Flag on It Is 
Burned. 


Franklin, Ind., Dec. 26.—[Special.}J—The 
McKinley Marching club of Tuscola, Iil.,

Germany had already, years ago, laid down 
a system of new cannon to be introduced 
if one chief European power should adopt 
quick-firing artillery. 

All preparations, upon a large scale, had 
been made before the Emperor visited 
Krupp’s works at Essen last October, so 
that Germany is now able to commence im- 
mediately and finish within the strictly as- 
signed time the whole manufacture of new 
artillery, and, indéed, tb even. overtake 
France in the production. 

During the last few years France has re- 
peatedly endeavored by false statements in 
the press to induce Germany to accelerate 
the matter in order to Mitheap oot oat Ger- 
man experiments. Those ts all 
proved false, and had the sole consequence 
that German military authorities watched 
this question with special attention. It is 
learned on the highest authority that the 
imperial government will shortly lay before 
the Reichstag an additional budget demand- 
ing over 200,000,000 marks for the introduc- 
tion of quick-firing artillery in the army.

Yerkes Out of Speculation, 


It is said, further, Mr. Yerkes is out of 
speculation. His friends gay he had no de- 
sire to be in the market in Chicago as deeply 
He was surprised 
greatly when he reached Chicago in July 
from his European trip and found the 
amount of North and West Chicago which 
had been bought in his name. He went in 
the market to support the stock, because 
of the amount of loans he had, which, in the 
face of a depreciated market, would have 
meant the deposit of more collateral or the 
calling of the loan. His loans are now said 
to be in fairly good shape, though he is not 
entirely out of the woods. 

Work on the Union Loop is progressing 
and will be completed in a few months. 
Practically the only loose ends now are the 
loans made on the securities, which Yerkes 
was compelled to take during the summer, 
and the Northwestern Elevated railroad. 


Northwestern “LL” Deal Progressing. 


A month ago announcement was made in 
THE TRIBUNE of negotiations which were 
then pending for the making of a loan of 
$3,500,000 upon the bonds of the Northwest- 
ern Elevated railroad, It was supposed at 
that time the deal practically was completed, 
It is not yet closed, however. One of the 
things which caused a delay was the passage 
of the four-cent ordinance, which, while it 
did not affect the elevated road, was looked 
upon as showing an unfriendly feeling to- 
ward corporations. This frightened the peo- 
ple who were in the negotiations. Now that 
the ordinance has been vetoed there is a 
chance the deal will be closed up in a short 
time. All of the information asked has been 
given regarding the prospects of the road 
and the condition of the property. If the 
deal is closed at all it will be done during the 
next four weeks. If it is closed, the road will 
be completed speedily. 

Yerkes’ Paiace in Gotham. 


The new residence of Charles T. Yerkes in 
New York Is located at Sixty-fifth street and 
Fifth avenue, It is among the fost magnifi- 
cent in that city of magnificent homes. It 
wags built.from plans prepared by Robert H. 
Robertson, and practically was finished a 
year ago, when the Yerkes collection of 
paintings and other works of art were re- 
moved from Chicago to the,gallery in the 
new residence. 

Mr. Yerkes’ New York residence is a four- 
story brownstone building. Its exact cost 
has never been made public, but the sum is 
said to be $2,000,000. 

The first floor is given up to drawing and 
reception rooms. The library, breakfast- 
room, and sleeping apartments are on the 
second floor. 

The art gallery in this residence is Bald to 
be the largest private gallery in the United 
States. It is 100x25 feet in size and one 
story high. It will be used on occasions as 
a ball-room. The art works filling this gal- 
lery are valued at $1,000,000. They were 
taken to New York from Chicago a year ago 
in a Wagner car chartered and fitted for the 
purpose of their safe transit. Mr. Yerkes

Constable Bonga Wanders from One 
Police Station to Another with 
Carl Rosch and Mina Wilson. 


Constable Bonga wandered from one police 
Station to another on the Northwest Side 
last night with two prisoners, Carl Rosch 
and Mina Wilson, for whom he could find no 
place of legal lodgment. 

The pair had been arrested on warrants 
issued by Justice La Buy, but his Honor 
could not be found so that commitments 
might be issued, and the constable was com- 
pelied to camp with his charges out in the 
night air near the threshold which the Jus- 
tice passes when he returns to his home. 

Bonga had found the man and woman at 
their home, No. 879 West Huron street, at 
8 o'clock. He was obliged to drag Rosch 
from beneath bedding in a Closet, the wom- 
an protesting at first that he was not in the 
house. The officer of the law took his pris- 
oners to the West Chicago Avenue Police 
Station after a protracted strugzile. 

“* May I leave these prisoners here a short 
time,” he asked the Desk Sergeant, “‘ while 
I go after commitments for them? ” 

“ Yes,” was the Sergeant*’s reply, “ but 
they may take a notion to walk out. If they 
do we have no authority to stop them.” 

Then followed a hot argument. The con- 
stable was told the prisoners would not be 
kept over night for him; that the police 
would not be responsible for them, and that 
the station house was not a lounging place. 
The constable was in a quandary. The 
prisoners could not furnish a bondsman, 
nobody knew where to find Justice La Buy, 
and the clerk at the jail said he would not 
take the prisoners without commitments. 

Police Captain Barcal and Capt. Larsen 
also were appealed to in vain, and Bonga 
went out into the streets still clinging to 
his prisoners. 


SHEDS TEARS OVER HIS FAILURE. 


Edward Payson Weston, the Old-Time 
Pedestrian, Does Not Lower His 
Twenty-four-Hour Record. 


New York, Dec. 26.—When Edward Pay- 
son Weston, the 58-year-old pedestrian, at 
10 o’clock tonight left the track on which he 
had endeavored to equal his record, 112 
miles in twenty-four hours, he had walked 
103 miles and 4261-3 yards. The old man 
went to the office of the skating rink in 
which the track was situated, threw himself 
on a cot, and wept bitterly, A number of 
friends sought to console him, but Weston 
refused to be comforted, and reproached 
himself for his failure. 

The veteran started out bravely in his 
effort to prove that he waS as sturdy a man 
as he was twenty-five years ago, and more 
than half the day maintained a gait that 
premised to break his record. Then he was 
seized with vertigo, and was obliged to 
leave the track for longer periods than he 
had planned. He was also obliged, after 
walking a few laps, to reverse the direction 
in order to overcome dizziness, 

About 9:30 o’clock tonight Weston reached 
the 100-mile mark, and the spectators 
cheered him, but tl e cheers did not gladden 
the heart of the gray-haired pedestrian, 
who realized that he must fail. He left the 
track and sat for a few moments in one of 
the boxes, where he burst intotears. Again 
he took the track and sought to wipe out 
the miles that stood between him and vic- 
tory, and added three miles and 4261-3 
yards to his score before the clock struck 10.

Tse the Ram Without Parley. 


Yesterday's raid was led by Detectives 
Johnson, Nelson, and Murnane. The deteq@ 
tives did not stop to ask for admitiance, but 
the two big battering rams that had lain in 
the City Hall basement sincethey were used 
against Clark street gambling houses were 
brought out of the patrol wagon and four 
big policemen took hold of each. 

The rams were of oak, with iron at the 
heavy end, and with two,leather handles 
on each side. Each weighed 250 pounds. 

At the first crash of the two rams against 
the front door op the second floor it went 
down; then the police knocked in the rear 
door. Policemen were stationed at all the 
exits of the building to prevent escape. 
Then the heavy oak door that shut in the 
crowd on the third floor was battered down 
and the inmates surrendered. The police 
found a roulette outfit on this floor.

At this moment Spain has in her posses< 
sion something like $40,000,000 of Cuban 
bonds and the nineteen remaining millions — 
of the domestic loan, That is all she has 
with which to carry on two wars waged 
thousands of miles from her coast, with the 
sympathy of the éivilized world against 
her, The taxes in Spain are already s0 high 
it is difficult to conceive how they can be 
increased sufficiently to avert the imminent 
peril of bald and unconcealable bankruptcy. 

The government tried to renew an over- 
due loan of $10,000,000 from a Paris bank, 
but payment was insisted upon, and Spain 
resorted to the old system of borréwing 
from the Bank of Spain to pay her debt. 
In France the Bank of Spain has now prob- 
ably more notes outstanding against a 
smaller amount of actual cash than any 
other bank in the world. 

Nothing remains unpawned but the to- 
bacco monopoly.

SUCCESSFUL SUBSTITUTE FOR GLASS. 


Gelatinous Substance Spread on Gal- 
wanized Iron Web. 

“ The first successful substitute for glass,” 
says an architect in the Washington Times, 
“ts tectorium, a gelatinous composition. 
It has not appeared in this country at all as 
yet, but it is being introduced in Europe. 

“This gelatinous substance is given rig- 
idity by being spread on a galvanized iron 
web, which holds the eheet in any destred 
shape, but does not obstruct the passage of 
light. It is translucent, but not transpa- 
rent, and can be stained in such a manner as 
to exactly imitate stained glass. 

“It cannot be broken nor softened by the 
rays of the sun, but is flexible and easily bent 
into any desired shape. When unstained it 
at first is yellow, but on exposure to the sun 
it turns white, at the same time becoming 
harder and more durabie. 

* Like giass, it is a poor conductor of heat. 
It is lighter than glass, and on this account 
is well adapted for roofs. Unless it can be 
made transparent it can never hope to en- 
tirely supersede glass, but its cheapness 
and superiority to glass in other directions 
are sec for it extensive sales for factory 
windows, skylights for hothouses, roofing, 
and like purposes.”

WOODPECKERS DESTROY THE POLES. 


Imagine Humming of Wires Is Caused 
by Insects. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: “ Yes,” 
6aid Joseph Donner, Superintendent of 
Telegraph for the Southern Pacific railroad, 
* telegraph poles along the line have a hard 
time. Particularly is this so out West, where 
the poles are costly and stations are few and 
far between. Now, out in the Arizona 
desert the poles are played the deuce with 
generally. 

“ There is a sort of woodpecker that picks 
the posts absolutely to pieces, thinking there 
may be insects inside of the wood. They 
hear the humming, and haven’t sense 
enough to know what causes it. Then near 
the hills the black bears imagine that each 
pole contains a swarm of bees, and ‘they 
climb té6 the top and chew the glass insu- 
lator to pieces, but the sand-storms are the 
things that create the most havoc. 

oe en the winds blow strongly the sand is 
drifted at a rapid rate, and the grains cut 
away the wood at a fearful rate. It was a 
common thing to have an oak pole worn toa 
shaving in a day’s time, while I have seen 
poles ground to the surface of the earth 
during a single storm. 

“ Things got so bad out there that the com- 
pany decided to substitute steel poles for 
those of the oak and cedar, but that didn’t 
remedy the éevil at all. 

“The sand just wore away the metal on 
each side of the pole until the center was as 
sharp as a@ razor, and all the Indians in the 
country used to shave themselves on the 


edge. 

“We finally managed te fix . Just 
painted the poles with soft pitch. @ pitch 
caught the sand, and now every poe is about 
two feet thick and solid asa rock.”

EVIDENCE OF MURDER AT KEWANEE. 


Chris Shirra Found Mortally Wounded 
Upon a Railroad Track. 

Kewanee, Ill., Dec. 26.—[Special.J—A party 
of yeturning skaters last night stumbled 
upon the prostrate form of a dying man lying 
on the railroad tracks The man’sskull was 
crushed in two places and ugly gashes had 
covered his face with clots of blood. His 
left arm was broken and the elbow joint was 
dislocated. The dying man’s foot, project- 
ing upon an adjoining track, had been man- 
gled by a passing train. 

An envelope found upon his person revealed 
the fact that he was Chris Shirra, an em- 
ployé of the Western Tube company of this 
city. Although he lived until 6 o’clock this 
morning he was unable to utter a word ex- 
plaining his condition. There seems to be 
little doubt in the minds of the hundreds of 
curious visitors at the bloodstained scene of 
the tragedy that Shirra was murdered. He 
had been drinking heavily all day and had 
provoked a fight in a saloon in the after-- 
noon, 

He was left by companions at the railroad 
tracks, and it is supposed he was soon set 
upon by enemies, who used the bloodstained 
coupling pins and a large oak club found 
upon the scene this morning. Frightened 
at their deed, it is supposed, from the blood- 
stained anow, they carried him about fifty 
yards and laid him across the track, hoping 
the wheels of a passing train would cover up 


their crime. 
By mistake he was laid upon a switch 


track. The Coroner’s jury examined the, 


dead man’s wounds and adjourned until to- 
morrow. Suspected parties are being close- 
ly watched by the pofice, but no arrests have 
yet been made.

ANOTHER STRIKE LIKELY AT BOSTON. 


Every Officer of the Union and the 
Members of Conference Committee 
Are Among the 700 Discharged. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 26.—Examinationof the 
list of employés dropped by the West End 
Street railway management as a result of 
Thursday's strike shows that President 
Young and all of the other eight members 
of the Conference committee, who promised 
a delay of the atrike, and whose action in 
so doing prompted the indignation among the 
men which resulted in the strike, areamong 
those discharged. 

When this fact became known this morn- 
ing a wave of excitement equal to that which 
precipitated the strike swept over the em- 
ployés, and it is feared that further trouble 


may result, 

Later in the day it became known that 
every officer of the union is included in the 
list of discharged men. From reports which 
are being received at the headquarters of the 
union from the various divisions, it is esti- 
mated that the aggregate number of men 
discharged will reach nearly 7TUO. 

Protests were received at union headquar- 
ters from every division of the road, to- 
gether with promises of a united support 
in case a tie-up should be ordered to force 
the reinstatement of the committeemen, 

It has also developed that there are two 
factions arhong the men, one who sustains 
the action of the Conference committee in 
agreeing to a postponement of the strike un- 
til Dec. 80, the other denouncing the Supreme 
Council for calling the strike off after the 
men had started it.

FAST FOR HALF AN HOUR.

Flung Under the Wheels of a Halsted 
Electric Car im Clark Street, Near 
Adams—Policemen, im Response to 
His Shrieks, Lift the End of the Car 
and Liberate Him—Arm Crushed 
and Body Bruised—Panic Among 
the Passengers.

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B. EB. Laughlin, No. 5005 Union avenue, 
was run down by a Halsted street electric 
car in Clark street, near Adams, at 7 o'clock 
last night and was held, crushed and bleed- 
ing, under the rear wheels for half an hour, 
suntil rescued by policemen, who lifted the 
end of the vehicle and dragged out the 
victim. 

The passengers dashed from the car ina 
panic, caused by Laughiin’s screams of 
terror, and a big street crowd collected. 

Laughlin was taken to the County Hos- 
pital, where it was found that his right arm 
had been crushed and that he had sustained 
painful bruises about the body. 

In rescuing Laughlin, those who lifted 
the car pulled the rear truck and wheels 
from their position. When the motorman 
attempted to start again the rear wheels 
refused to respond to the current. The car 
swerved to one side and but for the prompt- 
ness with which the motorman shut off the 
current a wreck might have occurred. It 
was then necessary to lift the entire car from 
the track before the rear wheels and truck 
could be placed on the rails. 

The accident occurred at a time when thse 
streets were crowded with persons who were 
on their way to their homes. Some of them, 
whose names the police secured, deciare 
that the motorman of the car, A. B. Lam- 
phere, neglected to bring his car to a stop 
when Laughlin boarded it and it was due to 
this, it is alleged, that the passenger was 


~thrown from his position and mangled by the 


wheels. 

Notwithstanding these assertions, the 
police did not arrest Lamphere. He was al- 
lowed to resume his trip without being takon

“Under this article the power of the de- 
partment to enforce the order is unques- 
tioned,” said Commissioner Kerr. “ At first 
we thought of prosecuting offenders under 
the section describing disorderly conduct. 
After careful cansideration I concluded we 
might fail to ure convictions under that 
section. In looking through the municipal 
code I found a section which applies direct- 
ly to the -cases in point, and it is under that 
section our prosecutions will be made.

Laughlin is employed'as a helper on one 
of the furniture wagons owned by the Bos- 
ton Store.

Then he 
went to Monroe and Clark streets to catch 
a- Halsted street electric car. His car was 
not in sight, and so he walked along Clark 
street, stopping in a store between Monroe 
and Adams streets to make a purchase.

Laughlin 
ran to catch it. He reached the tracks just 
as the front end of the car reached him.

One of his feet at the same time 
slipped from the step. Laughlin’s only 
means of regaining his footing wouid have 
been to drop his bundie and pull himself up 
on the platform. He did not do this,*/how- 
ever, and before the car had gone many feet 
the passenger was thrown into the street. 
As he fell his right arm got under the car, 
and as the rear wheel reamed it the limb 
was crushed and then became entargled in 
the machinety of the car.

Masked Men Beat and Abuse an Old

First they 
set his bed on fire, having first tied him in 
the bed clothing. Then, when he was almost 
suffocated, they released him and, compell- 
ing him to strip, lashed his body with burn- 
ing sticks. The old man is in a precarious 
condition as a result of the torture.

olumbus, O., Dec, 26.—Jay 0. Moas of 
Sandusky was this evening appointed re. 
ceiver of the Columbus and Hocking Valley 
Coal and Iron company and his bond fixed 
at $40,000. Mr. Moss is President of the 

company, 
The receivership was precipitated by the 
receivers of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 


road taking judgments aggregating $60,405 
against the company for freight charges. 
The rectiver will continue the business of 
the company. 

It is understood the receivership is a pro- 
visicnal arrangement, as the bondholders 
and stockholders have appointed commit- 
tees to effect a reorganization, The capital 
stock is $5,000,000, owned miostly by Eastern’ 
people, and its bonded indebtedness is 
$V30,000, 

The company owns about 13,000 acres of 
valuable coal land and five iron furnaces in 
the Hocking Valley. The outstanding debts 
are estimated at $30,000 in excess of the 
judgments taken by the Baltimore and Ohio. 
The financial showing is such that a re- 
organization can be effected. 

The officials of the company claim its 
troubles date from the miners’ strike in 1894, 
when the company was severely crippled. 
Several of its furnaces have not been in 
blast since that time. The property is con- 
sidered the best and finest mining property 
in Ohio, employing over 500 men. July 1, 
1895, the company defauited on interest, $30,- 
v00, and also on Jan..1, 1896, when proceed- 
ings were begun in the Logan County courts 
for the appointment of a receiver. The 
court granted a provisional order dismissing 
the suit on condition that the company ‘paid 
its interest. The officers paid out during. 
the year $100,000 on interest and sinking 
fund accounts. 

Akron, O., Dec, 26.—[Special.]—Andrew 
Jackson, a prominent business-man, assign- 
ed today. Liabilities, $55,000; assets, $100,- 
000. Jackson & Braddock, brick manufact- 
urers, also assigned, libilities, $23,000, assets, 
$50,000. The building and contracting firm 
of A. Jackson & Lyman was also put intoa 
receiver’s hands as a matter of protection.

Judge Hanecy appointed a receiver yester- 
day for the old milling firm of Norton & Co, 
at Lockport. The plant consists of a flour- 
ing mill, grain elevators, and electric light 
plant, and is one of the oldest concerns of 
the kind in the West. The main office of the 
firm is located on Jackson street. The court 
appointed the Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany to the receivership, 

The present firm jas been In existence for 
nearly forty years, but the mille have been 
operated by previous generations of the fam- 
ily extending back to the Indian days In 
the early days the plant wae of a primitive 
character, but improvements were steadily 
made to meet modern requirements. New 
and commodious buildings were erected in 
the places of the old ones, and the property 
has always been a profitable one, netting as 
much as $100,000 in some years, and in recent 
years has seldom been below $60,000, 


Agree to a Receiver. 

The appointment of the receiver wae made 

upon a bill filed by John L. Norton, one of 
the members of the firm, against his partner, 
‘Lemuel D. Norton, to which the latter filed 
an answer agreeing to the receivership. John 
L. Norton resides in Lockport, while the de- 
fendant lives in Evanston, The present 
partners took the mill from their father, who 
located in Lockport when Chicago was a 
mere hamlet. He chose Lockport because it 
has fine water power. | 

The failure is regarded as a large one, the 
assets nearly half a million dollars, while the 
liabilities are said to be considerably less. 
The firm has become involved in many busi- 
ness transactions, and the failure is at- 
tributed to heavy speculations by one of the 
partners on the Board of Trade some years 
ago, which placed upon the firm a heavy 
burden, which it became unable to bear any 
longer wkhout great loss. 

The attorneys who are attending to theaf- 
fairs of the concern claim that with the 
same careful management the firm has had 
for the last year all the creditors will be satis- 
fied in fullin @ short time. The net income 
of the firm during the last two years was’ 
placed yesterday by Attorney Noble B. Judah 
at $75,000 a year. 

Affairs Are Complicated, 

The bill filed by John L. Norton shows that 
the affairs of the partnership have become 
complicated and embarrassed, as judgment 
notes are outstanding for large amounts, 
and its creditors are pressing the firm for 
payment of the claims. The firm, however, 
the bill declares, has not sufficient funds on 
hand to meet these demands, and is insol- 
vent. John L. Norton desires the partner- 
ship dissolved and terminated, but says its 
assets will be subject to waste and sacri- 
fice if not placed in the hands of a receiver,so 
they may be disposed of and distributed 
equitably among the creditors. Lemuel D. 
Norton, it is asserted, is wholly insolvent, 
and has drawn from the firm's assets more 
than his share. 

John L. Norton is well known as an active 
business-man. According to the lawyer for 
the concern he was the moving epirit in the 
development of the American Strawboard 
combination, as well as a like deal in regard 
to another branch of the paper trade. The 
members of the firm also have an interest 
in the Northern Milling company, which 
sraracen the old flour mill at Madison street 

ge. 


Efforts at Settlement. 

Noble B. Judah, who has been the counsel 
of the firm for some years, said an effort 
would be made to effect a settlement with 
the creditors, and he was hopeful it would 
be successful. He said the business itself 
was in @ prosperous condition, the profits at 
the present time being fully $50,000 a year. 
He said unfortunate investments, together 
with disastrous speculation by a member 
of the firm some years ago, which entailed a 
heavy loss, had been too heavy a load to 
carry through the present hard times.

as follows: 


In India the elephant, besides being an 
extremely useful beast of draft and burden, 
is regarded on account of religious associa~- 
tions as a sacred animal. In warfare the 
towering form was formerly the main 
stand-by of the native warriors, while in all 
the arts of peace the cunning creature is 
said to possess more skill than the average 
of the human beings for whom it works. 
But it is in religious matters that the ele- 
phant is most. closely connected with the 
sentiment of the people. 

In the Province of Kandy, in Central Cey- 
lon, is held each August the most sacred 
rite of the Buddhists. It is in commemora- 
tion of the war of independence won against 
India and lasts nine days. During it the 
elephants are the greater part of the show. 
It begins with a great and wonderful pro- 
ceasion, miles in length, which is called the 
** Pera-hera.’’ In it are anywhere from fifty 
to one hundred and fifty elephants. Each 
gmall prince and chief comes to the festival 
with as many elephants as he can possibly 
muster, since by the number he has in his 
retinue is told the wealth and importance 
to which he may rightfully lay claim. 

The largest elephant possessing the finest 
tusks has the honor of carrying the sacred 
tooth. This latter is supposed to be the true 
tooth of Buddha, and is kept in a special 
shrine during the rest of the year. This pre- 
clots relic, placed in a wonderful casket, is 
carried on the back of the chosen animal 
and is escorted by all the other elephants, 
three abreast. In front are professional 
dancers, called the devil dancers; also the 
property and proving the importance of the 
native princes. Behind are the chiefs and 
retainers, followed by the general public. 
This procession parades the city nine nights. 

It is this great religious ceremony, in 
which the elephants play such an important 
part, that makes the Buddhists so solicitous 
of the animals’ welfare. Mr..Tissera, while 
an Episcopalian himself, states he has ab- 
sorbed enough of the Buddhistic training 
to be a vegetarian and to have the greatest 
regard for animal life. Especially in the 
case of an elephant he cannot bear to have 
it killed. He makes the greatest allowances 
on Gypsy's part because it is a mother, and 
cites the well-known behavior of any other 
animal in defense of its young. On all these 
considerations Mr. Tissera is extremely 
anxious to save the life of the animal, and 
had taken steps to start a public subscrip- 

tion for the purpose when the reprieve 
came from the city officers. His idea was to 
raise a sufficient sum of money to have the 
animal sent back to India, and there liber- 
ated to run in its native jungles, If there is 
any likelihood of the execution coming off 
this champion of the cause of suffering elc- 
phants will yet undertake the task of liber- 
ating Gypsy. 

In the meantime Gypsy, in a special car 
sidetracked at Lexington avenue and Rock- 
well street, remains totally oblivious of all 
this agitation about her, and casts a wicked 
little eye around to seeif any indiscreet mor- 
tal is foolish enough to come within reach 
of her roving trunk.

New York World: “You can never tell 
when an advertisement is dead.”’

“ There walked into my office three weeks 
ago a woman who was afflicted with the Iilis 
that I cure and who wanted to takea course 
of treatment. She came from away up in 
Erie County and said she was prepared te 
stay here in town and give my skill a full 
opportunity to demonstrate itself. Needless 
to say, I cured her, got $150 of her good 
money, and sent her home rejoicing, but 
that is another story. 

“T asked this woman, as I ask all my pa- 
tients, how she had happened to come to me. 
She said she had read one of my advertise- 
ments, I asked her in what publication. 
She said she did not know. Her husband, 
she said, was in the employ of a carpet house, 
his business being fitting and putting down 
carpets. He was taking up an old carpet in 
a Buffalo home in order to replace it with a 
new one. Under the old carpet there was a 
layer of newspapers which he gathered up 
and cast aside. 

“He happened to glance at one and his 
eye fell on the name of the disease from 
which his wife suffered, it being printed in 
display type there. He read the advertise- 
ment, which was mine, tore the piece from 
the paper, put it in his pocket, and took it 
home for his wife to read. She had it in her 
pocketbook and gave it to me.

Believing It to Have Been Stolen from 
' dhe Granville, 0., Office, Licut. Thom- 
as Arrests the Fellow, Whom He Be- 

lieves to Be W. Ferris—Same Game 
Tried at the Lexington Also At- 
tempted on the Wellington—Postal 
Stamp and Dater Found on Him. 


‘For trying to obtain cash on a money 
order, stolen in blank from the Granville, 
O., postoffice the night of Oct. 15 and filled 
in, @ man s to be W. #erris fell 


into the hands of the Chicago police yester- 
day. The @tranger. tried to secure money 
on the order from E. A. Bacheldor of the 
Lexington Hotel. 

Thirteen other blank money orders, the 
money.order stamp, a dater, and a box of 
rubber type stolen from the Granville office 
were found upon the man when searched 
at.the rane Avenue Police Station 

who made the arrest. 

The day. before Christmas a man, 30 years 
old, called. at the Lexington and registered 
as “-Charies Barrett, Ohio.”” Shortly after 
dinner Barrett opened a jetter handed him 
by the'clerk and drawing out a money order 
for $60, remarked: 

** This is a nice time to get a money order. 
I must leave town tonight and this order is 
made payable in Chicago.” 

The guest handed the order to Mr. Bachel- 
dor with the accompanying letter and asked 
the hotel man to cash it. 


Text of the Letter. 

Mr. Batcheldor read the letter. 
date of Chicago and read: 

Charles Barrett, Lexington Hotel—My Dear Boy: 
Your father sent me the inclosed money order for 
you, thinking you were at my house. I inclose 
it in haste. Mattie told me where you were stop- 
ping. JOHN PARKER. 

When Mr. Bacheldor read the letter and 
saw that the money order was issued by the 
Granville, O., postoffice, he smiled. He re- 
called reading in a hotel paper a few days 
before how a sharper had victimized the 
Grand, Gilsey, and Sturtevant Hotels of New 
York under various names with Granville, 
O., monéy orders, and he also recalled a 
warning to hotel men to look out, as the 
Granville office had been robbed of its money 
orders in October. 

Bacheldor told Barrett if he would call 
later in the evening he would cash it, that 
he did not have that sum in his desk just 
then. After Barrett walked out of the hotel 
@ message Was sent to Lieut. Thomas at the 
Cottage Grove Avenue Station. The Lieu- 
tenant was told the incident and shown the 
article in the hotel paper. Barrett came back 
at 10 o’clock and Bacheldor told him he could 
not cash the order. 

Lieut. Thomas followed the fellow out of 
the hotel and saw him go into a neighboring 
saloon and come out a moment later with 
a satchel and board a southbound Cottage 
Grove avenuc car. Thomas sat down by 
him, and when the car reached the police sta- 
tion he asked Barrett to step out with him, 
showing his staratthesametime. Theman 
tried to escape and Thomas jumped off the 
car with him. He drew a revolver and 
Thomas, knocking it out of his hand, made 
him a prisoner and took him to the station. 


Has Granville Postal Stamp. 

On him were found the thirteen blank or- 
ders and the stamping material of the Gran- 
ville Postoffice. There was a duplicate letter 
and a $50 order addressed to Charles Mar- 
cus, Wellington Hotel. Inquiry there 
brought the explanation from Clerk Gillet 
that Marcus had registered at the hotel on 
Thursday, but took no room. He called for 
his mail twice on Christmas day and at 9 
o'clock or Christmas night was handed the 
letter, which he tore open and made the 
same remark and request to Mr. Bacheldor. 
Gillet told him the hotel never cashed paper 
of strangers and the fellow left the house. 

The postal authorities took up the investi- 
gation of the case yesterday. The result 
was the decision to hold the man whose 
linen was marked “ W. Ferris ’’ at the police 
station until Monday, when he will be ar- 
raigned formally before a United States 
Commissioner. In the meantime the wishes 
of the department at Washington are being 
consulted. If it is shown that Ferris canbe 
identified as having had part in the robbery 
of the postoffice at Granville he may be sent 
to Ohio for trial. If not he will be tried in 
Chicago on a charge of emitting a forged 


money order. 
The two orders purported to be signed by 
Arthur H. Jones, Postmaster at Granville. 
The young man declines to make any state- 
ment. He takes his arrest coolly and only 
smiles at any question as to identity that is 
asked him. In addition to the mark on the 
linen the person has a metal badge No. 4,623

Money Is Arraigned. 

Operator Gallagher of the Federal Secret 
Service yesterday swore out a warrant be- 
fore United States Commissioner Foote for 
the arrest of Z. H. York, who was arrested 
Thursday by Central police detectives.

York did neither. 

Specal Agent HEddy’s suspicions being 
aroused, he opened the package, and found 
a wooden box six inches equare. in it were 
three pieces of coal wrapped in paper and an 
envelope containing four national bank 
notes. The latter had a peculiar appear- 
ance, and emitted an odor of kerosene. 
Agent Eddy examined them and found them 
to be photographic copies of billz on thin 
Chinese paper, cleverly pasted together. One 
of the bills had the back on upside down. The 
photographs had been colored to represent 
lg bills, and the signatures were traced 
in ink. 

Two of the bills were copies of a $5 bill 
of the National Bank of Commerce, New 
York, and two were copies of $10 bills of the 
Utica Nationa’ Bank issue. The several 
numbers were the same on the bills of each 
bank. 

York was arraigned before Commissioner 
Foote yesterday afternoon. Operator Gal- 
lagher asked for a continuance until Dec. 580, 
which was granted. York was committed in 
default of ,000 bond, The secrct service 
operators at Detroit are working on that end 
cf the case. 

York declined to enter into any conversa- 
tion about his arrest.

CHICAGO TO HAVE THE ONLY BIG 
CYCLE SHOW IN THE FUTURE. 


Wational Board of Trade Decides t« 
Holé Ne Mere Exhibitions in Goth- 
am Because of the Refusal of the 
Trunk Line Association to Grant 
Any Railroad Concessions for the 
Annual Convention of the Cycle 
Mazufacturers.

New York, Dec. 26.—{Special.}—The na- 
tional cycle exhibition, which will be held 
at the Grand Palace of Industry here Feb. 
6 to 13, 1897, will in all likeHhood be the last 
national cycle exhibition held in this city. 
This action has been decide@ upon, owing 
to the alleged unjust discrimination shown 
by the trunk line association in refusing to 
grant any railroad concessions to the Na- 
tional Cycle Board of Trade for its annual 
convention, which is always held during 
exhibition week. 

The action of the Trunk Line Association 
is altogether inexplicable to the officers of 
the Cycle Board of Prade, inasmuch as a 
concession of a fare and one-third was 
granted last year to the annual convention, 
which was also held during cycle show week. 
The Board of Trade was under obligations 
to assist the Trunk Line Association in pre- 
venting scalping tickets. Over 3,000 tickets 
were presented for service last year, and less 
than one dozen got into the hands of scalp- 
ers, all of which the Board of Trade re- 
deemed at full fare. 

The utmost caution was used last year 
to make sure that only those strictly entitled 
toattend the convention had their certificates 
viséd. The Secretary of the board has on file 
over two thousand business cards of manu 
facturers and agents who attended the dif- 
ferent meetings held during the week. 

The railroad authorities claim that the con- 
cession was asked for on account of the 
cycle show, but, inasmuch as the trade is 
admitted every day until 2 p. m., by which 
time nearly all the certificates were handed 
in, it is apparent the rallroads are exercising 
an unfair and unjust discrimination against 
a body of men who may today be considered 
the best patrons of the railroad companies. 

At a meeting of the Board of Trade held 
today it was the unanimous sentiment that 
in the future the cycle show should be 
abandoned in New York and the annual 
meeting held during the cycle show in Chi- 


cago. 

This will be a severe disappointment to 
New- Yorkers, une look forward to the an- 
nual cycle exhibition, but as the board Is 
composed of business-men they will not al- 
low themselves to be deprived of the privi- 
leges granted to other associations by the 
railroad.

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THEY TEACH CIVICS TO THE ALIBHS. 


Unique Night School Conductes by the 
Women of Hinsdale—How Ses- 
sions Are Directed. 


HEN the members of the Women’s 
club of Hinsdale started a night 
school recently they were building 
better than they knew. They have 

broken the record for success, not only 
comparatively but actually. The school is 
absolutely unique in its character, and ths 
methods of instruction arenew and effective. 

Some little time ago the women of tho 
club saw that there were a number of young 
people just beyond the school age upcn 
whose hands the time seemed to hang heavy. 
It was with a view of giving these grow» 
boys and girls something to do that should 
entertain as well as amuse them that 


prompted the plan for a night school. The 
village Board of Education was asked for 
room in the new public school building, and 
promptly furnished fot only the room, but 
heat, light, and janitor service as well. The 
school began its sessions with less than 
twenty pupils and with one or two teachers. 
Within a week of its starting applications 
for positions as Students began pouring in 
from all quarters, and Prof. William C. 
Payne, principal of the William E. Glad- 
stone School of Chicago, whose residence 
is in Hinsdale, was asked to take charge of 
the school and grade the pupils as they were 
admitted. It was found that in addition to 
the boys and girls who had been mentioned 
and who took some of the more advanced 
common school studies, that there was a 
large number of young men and young 
women who had not had the best school 
facilities, and who were anxious to improve 
their minds in order that they might ad- 
vance themselves in life. The women work- 
ers were surprised one night at a request 
received from fully thirty people of foreign 
bi th who wished.to enter the school that 
ihey might perfect themselves in the English 
language. Bome of these applicants were 

unable to speak English at all, and wished 
to attend the night school in order that they 
might learn the language. There was an- 
other class also which wished admittance. 
It was composed of those who had had a 
good common school education, but who 
wished to take up some particular branch 
in order that they might seek employment 
in some line which would give them greater 
promise of advancement than that in which 
they were then engaged. 

There were over 100 pupils altogether, and 
it was with this mixed assortment that Prof. 
Payne hadtodeal. Probably no other school 
en earth presents the curious feature of a 
large class of foreigners learning to speak 
English from text books which teach them 
United States history at the same time. 
This class of foreign bern people shows the 
deepest interest in the study in hand and 
is making rapid progress. The idea of teach- 
ing something of civics while they were 
learning the language occurred to Prof. 
Payne and he hit upon United States his- 
tory as the entering wedge. He was more 
than astonished, however, when he found 
that nearly every one of these foreigners, 
unable to speak a word of English, were 
nevertheless better versed in the history of 
the United States than they were in any 
other one etudy outside of those that are 
strictly rudimentary. He questioned them 
as to the source of this knowledge and in 
nearly every case the answer was the same. 
It seems that when the foreign born ones 
haved made up their mind to emigrate to 
America for the purpose of earning their 
living they wish to know something about 
the country to which they were going.. They 
accordingly found books printed isy their 
own tanguage giving the history of the 
great republic an! of its great men. These 
they read carefuliy and obtained a know!- 
edge cof American institutions better than 
that held by many Americans themselves.

This room has for 
teachers C. F. Heyer and C. W. Higgins. 

The sessions of the school are held three 
times weekly on the nights of Monday, Tues- 
day, and Thursday. The sessions are two 
hours long, ami in that time a great deal 
of hard work is accomplished, There has 
been no flagging of the interest since the day 
the school started, though when the plan 
was first broached fully one-third of the 
members of the Woman’s club and of the 
other citigens of the village readily pre- 
dicted its utter failure. 

There is no charge for tuition at this 
school of the Hinsdale Woman’s club and 
even the books and other necessaries are 
furnished absolutely without charge. Prof. 
Payne has given his services gratuitously. 
Assisting him are Miss Frances E., A. 
Wright, Miss Nellie: Clark, Miss Harriet 
Dynan, Miss Mary Nye, and Miss Helen 
Van Liew. These young women give in- 
struction in reading, writing, spelling, and 
United States history. W. G. Gordan, 
Earnest Warren, Frederick Freeman, C. W. 
Higgins, and C. F. Heyer teach mathematics 
and bookkeeping. The sessions of the school 
will be continued during the winter and the 
spring. The Woman's club of the village en-

He writes 
agreat number of letters, and one of these, to 
Quaritch, the famous bookseller, just pub- 
lished, contains a charming and very char- 
acteristic bibliographic autobiography. 
Among the many interesting things he says 
one is that the book he has owned the long- 
est Is Hannah More’s “Sacred Dramas,” 
which she herself presented him with her 
autograph inscription in 1815...

To Destroy Tolstoi’s, Books.

ENGLAND GIVES HOLIDAY THANKS 
FOR EXISTING CONDITIONS, 


Even the Problem of How to Success- 
fully Deal with the Atrocities of 
the Sultan Appears te Near a Peace- 
ful’Solution—Demané for Gold from 
Germany Ceases and the Financial 
Situation Brightens—Sharp Lecture 
to Railway Managers.

London, Dec. 26.—Good digestion . fas 
waited on appetite for the English Christ- 
mas dinner. Last year’s war alerms and 
Startling surprises have been followed by 
Piping times of peace. ‘The Venezuela ques- 
tion is virtually settled: a general treaty of 
arbitration with America is in an advanced 
Stage of preparation; every cloud has dis- 
appeared from the western sky: South Af- 
rica is no longer fermenting with unrest. 
England has not been admitted to the 
dual alliance, but her relations with ‘both 
Russia and France are better than for many 
years. The Sultan is still unpunished, but 
the European concert has been reéstablished 
and the outlook for administrative reforms 
in his Gominions is more encouraging than 
it has been for three years. 

What has been accomplished by the diplo- 
matic phrase makers in Constantinople is 
not known’ with precision. They have not 
agreed upon any definite reform measures 
which are to be demanded, much less upon 
any material guarantees which are to be 
required for the execution of their policy. 
Austria is suspected of jealousy and Ger- 
many of indifference, and any scheme of 
coercion is still beset with difficulty. Still, 
the European powers, under the leadership 
of Russia and France, and with England 
cordially supporting: them, have agreed to 
act together and te accomplish something. 
That is a great gain. 

The first beneficial result fs the Sultan’s 
decree of absolute amnesty to the Armenian 
people, Hitherto he has refused to do this 
on the ground that it would excite a revolt 
among his Mussulman subjects. 

Now that he as signed the decree he 
seeks to justify his former fears by arresfing 
scores of military officers, and either con- 
demning them to death or exiling them on 
information supplied by spies. Consfanti- 
nople remains under a reign of terrorism, 
and there are alarming reports from Mace- 
donia.and Asia Minor. 

The Ambassadors have barely begun their 
work, and pretexts are not lacking for dis- 
continuing it; but unless all sign fail they 
are at last in earnest, and something wil! 
speedily be done to put an end to government 
by systemized assassination in the purple 
East. 

Financial Situation Brightens. 

The financial situation has been also bright- 
ening on the eve of the holidays. The de- 
mand for gold from Germany has temporari- 
ly ceased; and there is a general belief that 
money will be cheaper when the opening of 
the new year releases dividends and thereby 
encourages investment. The return ef gold 
from America would greatly ease the money 
market, but this result is not anticipated for 
several months. The conditions of Indian 
exchange render it poss{ble that gold may be 
exported to Bombay and Calcutta before 
spring, but financiers do not believe this wil! 
be a serious drain. They admit the cotton 
and rice crops are still to be moved and that 
the financial stringency is already abnormal, 
with the discount rates of banks at 10 per 
cent. But they are confident the difficulties 
of the situation can be overcome through the 
manipulation of Indian exchange by Lon- 
don bankers. 

The bimetallists, on the other hand, assert 
that the resumption of silver coinage in the 
Indian mints is necessary, since the value of 
money is constantly increasing, and also that 
the financial embarrassments caused by the 
famine are Opening the way for a new inter- 
national conference, if the American Gov- 
ernment be willing to propose a definite basis 
of action by suggesting a ratio between gold 
and silver. 

The improvement In the financial situation 
does not forestall outbreaks of pessimism 
which are out of accord with the humor of 
the holiday season. 

Professes to Fear War. 

The Statist, whose editor has reccntly been 
in America, affects serious alarin over the 
prospect of a war between the United States 
and Spain, and suggests that England shall 
offer its good offices in preventing such a 
catas‘rophe. This apprehension is shared 
by few London editors, the prevailing view 
being expressed by the Spectator when it 
says that while Washington politicians are 
fond cf playing with fire the calmer heads of 
the Nation usually manage to:arrest any 
conflagration by the free use of wet blan- 
kets, : 

Railway Managers Are Lectured. 

The Economist takes advantage of the 
closing week of the year to read English 
railway managers a sharp lecture on stock 
watering. It contends the time has’ now 
come when Parliament ought to insist upon 
railway corporations showing in their semi- 
annual reports the extent to which their 
capital is represented by paper. It asserts 
that the great English railways have 
watered their capital by conversions, con- 
solffations, and duplications until the exact 
facts can be ascertained only by considera- 
ble labor, and that this system has been 
abused in order to enable them to keep up 
rates and fares and prevent the construc- 
tion of competing lines. 

This indictment against the chief English 
railways is undoubtedly well founded, what- 


ever may be the practices of American cor-~ 


porations, against which English critics are 
never weary of inveighing. 
Ireland and Overtaxation. 

The @ullness of English politics has been 
illuminated by a gleam of humor. It is an- 
nounced that Mr. “ Tim” Healy and Col. 
Saunderson will be allies in the new agita- 
tion for securing financial reparation for 
overtaxed Ireland. As these leaders have 
been bitter antagonists for a long period, 

and accustomed to denounce each other 
with all the resources of a full vocabulary, 
their appearance as allies will be a grotesque 
illustration of the old saw that politics 
makes strange bedfellows. 

The fact that Ireland pays more than its 
share of the taxation of the United King- 
dom is indisputable, but that is,easily ex- 
plained. The island contains more than its 
proportiom of whisky consumers, and hence 
contributes an undue share of whisky reve- 
nue to the Sassenach treasury. 

The Daily News kindly suggests a remedy 
which the Conservative government can 
adopt. It is to raise the beer duty sharply 
and thereby restore equality in taxable ca- 
patity between Saxon and Celt. The Min- 
isters are not likely to put an extra duty on 
beer. The brewers were on their side in the 
last election, and ingratitude is a glaring 
vice in politics.

Gambling Crusade in Belgium. 

Some months ago M. Gerard Harry, editor 
of the Independance Belge of Brussels, 
which is one of the best newspapers pub- 
lished on the Continent of Europe, entered 
upon a campaign against the gambling hells 
recently established in a number of towns in 
Belgium with pleasing results. He is al- 
ready defendant in several big libel actions, 
A number of gaming dens have been closed 
by the police, and the government,is pledged 
to deal with the evil, which was becom- 
ing a grave scandal, 

M. Harry’s campaign almost established 
a journalistic record for the conspicuous 
vigor, courage, and ability with which it was 
conducted and the rapidity with which re< 
sults were achieved. Within the last twoor 
three years, and thanks mainly to a very 
loose kind of legislation, gambling hells 
styling themselves private clubs multiplied 
in Belgium. There was little of the club 
about them save the name, for anybody 
who cared to patronize them could gain ace 
cess with the utmost ease. | 

Not only had such health and pleasure re« 
sorts as Ostend and Spa their “ cercles 
privés,”’ where roulette and trente et qua- 
rante were played upon as large a scale, ale 
though less openly, as at Monte Carlo, 
but establishments of the same kind had 
been cropping up in much smaller places, in- 
cluding Dinant, Rochefort, Chaudfontaine, 
Namur, Charleroi, and Erguelinnes. In one 
little village on the River Meuse there were 
two casinos, and another village just across 
the frontier from France did a roaring trade 
in the same line of businees, thanks to its 
situation and vigorous advertising by French 
newspapers. 

It was the unblushing manner of “ tout- 
ing” this establishment which first attract- 
ed the attention of Gerard Harry, and there 
is reason to believe that about the same 
time diplomatic representations were made 
at Brussels by the French Government, 
whose paternal heart was torn at the almost 
daily sight of trainloads of French gamblers 
en route to that strategically-placed hel. 
In truth all these “ cercles privés “ did well. 
and the proprictors were in a fair way to 
making snug fortunes when the Independ- 
ence Belge and its illustrated morning sheet, 
Le Petit Bleu, took them in hand,

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—[New York 
Sun.]—Consul-General Fitzhugh Lee’s de- 
parture for Havana without complying with 
the request of the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations that he should appear before 
it and make a statement for its information 
is doubtless in pursuance of instructions 
from the Executive. Mr. Cleveland’s con- 
duct in the case is another {llustration of his 
inimical attitude toward Congress; and it 
may properly be said that this attitude has 
been fitly characterized by several members 
of both Houses. 

On the first day of the meeting of Congress, 
when Gen. Lee was in Washington, he was 
notified of the desire of the Senate Foreign 
committee and also of the House Foreign 
committee. But for some reason he left 
Washington the next day without paying 
any attention to the notification, and re- 
mained absent through the week in which a 
statement from him upon Cuban affairs 
would have been of especial advantage to the 
members of both committees. Meanwhile, 
the Cuban question was taken up in the Sen- 
ate, and the debate upon it proceeded there 
while yet the spokesmen lacked that infor- 
mation which he would undoubtedly hav® 
been able to communicate to them. 

It turned out that Gen. Lee had left Wash- 
ington for Virginia, and that, after staying 
there some days, he had gone to New York, 
where, as reported, he had engaged passage 
for Havana in the steamship that was 
booked to sail on Dec. 12.

Had it 
been known that he would twice disregard 
the invitation presented to him, it is to be 
presumed that other means for securing his 
presence in Washington at a fixed date 
vous have been taken by the Senate com- 
mittee. 


Curious Chapter in History. 


It is a curious chapter of the history of the 
are in which Gen. Lee has fig- 
ured. 

No one can form.any judgment as to the 
character of Gen..Lee’s oral report. upon Cu- 
ban affairs from the perusal of Mr, Cleve- 
land's message. That document is silent 
upon subjects regarding which Mr. Cleve- 
land must surely have beld communication 
with Gen. Lee. It contains statements for 
which no one, who knows Gen, Lee would 
ever hold him responsible; for he is a man of 
honor and fully acquainted with the situa- 
tion in Cuba. He has held conferences with 
the Spanish commander; he has received ad- 
vices from the camp of the revolution; he is 
aware of the existence of a Cuban republic; 
he knows of the violation of military usages 
by Weyler and of butcheries that cover Spain 
with dishonor, and of the.wrongful treat- 
ment of imprisoned citizens of the United 
States; and of the savage way im which Spain 
conducts the war upon Cuba; and of the hun- 
dreds of horrible deeds of the Spanish army, 
against the perpetration of which any gov- 
ernment would be justified in entering a pro- 
test in ‘the name of civilization and public 
justice. He is a soldier of experience, and 
he has beeh an obeerver in Cuba. It cannot 
be believed that he told Mr. Cleveland that 
the Cubans, after two years of war, were 
undeserving of the rights of belligerents, or 
that the recognition of Cuban independence 
should be indefinitely postponed. 

It would be in Mr. Cleveland’s disposition, 
as it is understood by those acquainted with 
it, to disregard the statements of Gen. Lee, 
after calling him from Havana to Washing- 
ton for the purpose of making them. It 
would be in accord with his habit to ignore 
the judgment of a man better informed than 
himself. His obstinacy, his prejudice, and 
his self-conce are mental qualities not to 
be overcome by reason or to be affected by 
any facts which he can cast aside. 

In sending for Gen. Lee and in holding 
personal conference with him he may have 
designed to make it appear ‘that his policy 
toward Cuba waa founded upon full informa- 
tion as to the condition of affairs there. He 
has been unsuccessful. His Cuban policy 
at the end of the yéar 1896 is the same as it 
was.at the beginning of the year, and as it 
has been ever since the Cubans took up arms 
for liberty. 

It is unfortunate for the country that the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations did 
not take effective means for securing a di- 
rect personal statement from Gen. Lee while 
he was in Washington. Had it procured 
euch a statement the Cameron resolution 
would probably have been adopted by both 
Houses of Congress before the holiday re-

CLEVELAND’S ADVICE TO THE DONS. 


They Regard His Message as a Piece of 
Impertinence. 

Madrid, Dec. 9.—The full text of that part 
of President Cleveland’s message to Con- 
gress relating to Cuba was mot published 
here until today, the government having 
withheld for over thirty hours El Im- 
parcial’s dispatch about the message. Com-r 
menting upon it that newspaper eays: 

“Tt is humiliating enough for Spain that 
one of her own internal problems should be 
treated by a foreign government in its rela- 
tions with Congress. The Cuban war is 
something which concerns none but Spain, 
and only Spain has the right to discuss itand 
solve it. Spain will not consent to be treated 
like Turkey. 

‘We shall not say a word in reference to 
what is indicated in the message respecting 
the sale of Cuba. But we must protest 
against the. ellusions which are made to 
Spain’s military impotency. The incapacity 
of the Generals is one thing, and the nation’s 
impotency is another thing. Let there be no 
confusion as to this. 

“Tt is unjust to say that a nation which 
has sent 200,000 men across the Atlantic is 
impotent. The fact that no decisive result 
has been achieved proves at most the in- 
efficiency of the Generals in command, But 
a General may be replaced by another. 
Were the’ oper&tions of the Federal armies 
decisive during the first years of the war of

with attempting to intervene in our affairs; 
it now challenges the whole of Europe by 
prohibiting European States from also inter- 
fering in our affairs. We have often said, 
and now repeat, tirat in the long existing 
duel between the United States and Bu- 
ropean nations Spain is now playing the 
principal part.

After ascertaining indirectly from trust- 
worthy sources the opinions of Gen. Campos, 
1 discovered that Gen. Calleja, who was 
Governor-General of Cuba when the revolu- 
tion began, still perseveres in the views he 
expressed in the Senate and to the Queen 
Regent on his return to Spain—namely: 
That the home rule reforms voted by the 
Cortes would have contributed materially 
oward checking the spread and limiting the 
cater of the actual insurrection if they 
had been put in force in 1895 and might yet 
prove of great assistance in pacification and 
in detaching from the rebellion important 
white chiefs and the moderate elements of 
separatism. 

Gen. Calleja, like Gen. Campos, thinks re- 
forms will have to be far more radical now 
to produce substantial results. 

I asked Gen. Ochando, who was Gen. Wey- 
ler’s chief of staff in Cuba from February 
to August, 1895, his opinion on the military 
situation in the colony. 

Another View of It. 

Gen. Ochando said: “I think Gen. Wey- 
ler is likely to obtain results in. his new

“When Gen. Weyler has cleared Pinar 
del Rio: of the majority of the insurgents 
he Will leave forces to cope with the small 
bands of marauders sure to hold out in the 
Lomas Mountains, and he will advance 
rapidly to clear Havana and Matanzas 
Provinces to save the crops and to furnish 
the government with the desired orportuni- 
ty for political measures which are indis- 
pensable to complete what force of arms 
alone cannot achieve. 

“On the whole, | think that the military 
outiook is more hopeful, and that military 
operations culminating in clearing half the 
island, saving part of the tobacco and sugar 
ro may greatly facilitate political ac- 
tion.”’

DEMOCRATS WANT HIM FOR STATE 
~ COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN.

He Has the Nomination for the Maye 
oralty and for the Empty Senatorial 
Honor in His Grasp,:and Now a 
Clamor Arises for Him as a Com- 
promise Between Hinrichsen and 
Altgeld. 


A. 8. Trude is filling a large place in Dem- 
ocratic schemes nowadays. The Mayoralty 
nomination is conceded to him if he but 
says the word, he is regarded as the prob- 
able choice of the Democratic legislative 
caucus for Senator, and, as if these were 
not enough honors for any one man, it now 
appears there is a strong movement on foot 
looking to his election to the Chairmanship 
of the State Central committee. 

It is the outgrowth of a feeling on the part 
of many Cook County members of the com- 
mittee that it is the part of wisdom to step 
outside.the Altgeld and Hinrichsen fac- 
tions for vol choice of a Chairman.as well 
as the belief that the Chairmanship should 
come to Cook County. It is argued that the 
selection of a man from either of the two 
factions would simply mean the continua- 
‘tion of a fight which is bound hopelessly to 
handicap the party. - 

It is argued in Mr. Trude’s behalf that 
he, more than any other man, possesses 
the necessary qualifications for sbringing 
the two factions of the party together. He 
has never had much sympathy! with the 
silver movement, and so declared himself 
in .the beginning of-the campaign. This 
fact would make him acceptable to the 
gold wing of the party. He supported the 
ticket loyally, however, and probably gave 
more financial assistance to the cause than 
any otfer man in Cook County. These are 
considerations which count strongly in his 
favor in the silver wing of the party, and 
it is generally conceded it is.willing to give 
him almost anything he wants. 


Pledges in the Way. 

There is a serious complication in the sit- 
uation, however, and.it-is.to this that the 
men who favor his: selection are address- 
ing themselves. It consists in the fact that 
‘a short time after election, ‘when the first 
mutterings of the fight between Altgeld and 
Hinrichsen began to manifest themselves, 
practically all the members of the commit- 
etee pledged themselves to support either the 
Governor or Hinrichgen. They feel them- 
selves und to sta by their pledges, if 
those to whom they were given insist upon 
it, but a mighty effort is being made te in- 
duce the two: party leaders to release them. 
They are being ‘appealed to on the ground 
of party welfare, and every influence possi- 
ble is being brought to ear upon, them. 

As it stands, Mr. Trude himself is barred 
from permitting his namé to be used for the 
reason that before the fight: was begun he 


' declared himself in favor of Hinrichsen’s re- 


election, and pledged him his support. 
Cook Members Restless. 

The Cook County members are restless un- 
der the situation.: Besides favoring the se- 
lection of Mr. Trude on grounds of person- 
al fitness, they have become thoroughly im- 
bued with the idea that the Chairmanship 
should come to Cook County. It is argued 
in behalf of this proposition that this coun- 
ty is by far the most important, political 
factor in the State; thet as goes Cook, so 
goes the State; and that great advantages 
would result from having the Chairman lo- 
cated at the most red ata man point along 
the battle line. It is contended, too, that 
in reality Chicago has advantages in the 
point of accessibility. It can be readily 
reached and possesses decided advantages 
in the matter of gathering and disseminating 
information. 

Joseph L. Martin, who is pledged to Hin- 
richsen, said yesterday the Chairmanship 
should come here, but as it.was, he was 
bound hand and foot ir the matter by rea- 
son of his pledge to Hinrichsen. Thomas 
Cusack is known to favor Mr. Trude, as 
do many others, but they are helpless to 
act on their convictions because of the 
pledges they. have given. 

Mr. Trude Talks. 

Mr. Trude admitted yesterday there was a 
movement in: his behalf, but said under the 
circumstances he could not consider the mat- 


ter. 

” ‘Shortly after election,” he said, “* the 
Question same up at’ headquarters at the 
Sherman House as to the re@lection of Mr.

THIRD DEATH FROM DREAD DISEASE. 


Robert Perry, Another of the Eight 
Boys Inoculated for Hydrophobia 
at Baltimore, Passes Away. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 26.—[Special.]—Robert 
Perry, the third of the eight boys inoculated 
and treated at the Pasteur Institute, died 
this afternoon of hydrophobia. He, like 
Conrad Eppers, who died lastnight, sufferell 
violent spasms of the throat, and emitted 
a black vomit a short time before death 
came to his relief. 

In the cases of all,three. victims the first 
symptoms were nerydusness and what ap- 
peared to be and was diagnosed by the doc- 
tors to be a slight cold and sore throat. 
There is no disguising the fact now that 
every one of the boys Bitten by the 8t. 
Bernard dog and subsequently treated by 
the Pasteur method is in great danger. 

Little Bareda Kiel today is reported to 
have a slight cold and sore throat. The at- 
tending physicians instructed the child's 
mother not to tell the lad of the deaths of 
Eppers and Perry, his companions. James 
Buhl is also reported to have a bad cold. 
William Ashley so far seems in a better con- 
dition than any of the others. He was bit- 
ten on the arm. 

Young Perry. who died today, was very 
nervous. One of the physiciang who at- 
tended him saye that the boy was resting 
quietly yesterday, until a number of friends 
were admitted to see him. They talked to 
him about the other boys, and asked him if 
he was not affaild of getting, hydrophobia. 
Their inquiries increased his nervousness, 
and soon after they left he suffered his first 
spasm. 


FIND IMBEDDED NERDLE WITH X RAY. 


Drs. Wheeler and Delpratt Locate the 
Particle im Charlies. Harding’s 
Lett Foot and Remeve It. 


By the aid of the X rey Dr. Raiph H. 
Wheeler and Dr. J.'‘C. Delpratt of the Cook 
County Surgical staff were enabled yester- 
day to locate a minute portion of a needle 
imbedded in a man’s foot, which had for 


‘weeks escaped detection by ordinary meth- 


ods. 

Charies Harding, a resident of Woodlawn 
Park, in going abouf his house one night 
some time ago, stepped on a needle cushion, 
a number of the needles penetrating his 
foot. Unable to ascertain whether any had 
broken off in his foot, he called a physician, 
who, after a careful examihation, assured 
Mr. Harding no part of the needles remained 
in hia foot. © 

Nevertheless, the foot became swollen and 
greatly inflamed, When the ‘foot had be- 
come so score sie could not walk, Mr. Harding 
drove over fo Mr. Burton of the Central 
Electric company, who, with the use of the 
filuoroscope and X ray, located a fragment 
of a‘needie near the joint of the big toe 
in the left foet. He then called Dr. Wheeicr 
and Dr. Delpratt, who took the patient to 
their office and removed tne imbedded needic. 
Having definitely located the fragment by 
the X ray and flugroscope, the doetors were 
enabled to operate witaout chloroform or 
-Oother-anecstheties, but used cocaine locally 
and removed-the needle without pain or 


danger. .

Greom an Itinerant Phrenologict 
Named Burton M. Main from Shel- 
don, IiL—The Wife Who Disayows 
Him a Leading Soctety Girl of 
Jamestown, N. Y.—He Lies in Jail on 
a Charge of Disorderly Conduact— 
Divorce Is Being Planned. 


Jamestown; N. Y., Dec. 26.—{Special.}]-— 
Liurton M. Main, an itinerant. phrenologist 
and palmist, is in custody here, charged 
with being a disorderly person. The real 
reason for his incarceration is the allegation 
that he hypnotized Miss Mary T. Whitman, 
a handsome young woman, and married her 
while she was under his baleful influence. 

Four weeks ago Main applied at the Wood- 


eburn cottage on West Third street for 


board. He told the landlady. Mrs. Eva 
Wight, that he was a phrenologist and 
palmist, could also tell fortunts, and pos- 
sessed the power of hypnotism, but had no 
funds. His clothing and general aspect 
were suggestive of the fact that he might 
have seen better days, and the kind-hearted . 
landlady took Aim fm, telling him he might 
remain one week. 

Once ensconced in comfortable quarters 
the young man settled down to enjoy life,, 
and of course made the acquaintance of the 
landlady’s charming sister, Miss Mary T. 
Whitman, who.was stopping at the house. 
The young lady had been keeping company 
with an estimable young man of this city 
for the last two years, and, it is said, was 
engaged to marry him soon. It was not no- 
ticed that Main paid the young woman any 
more than the ordinary courtesies required 
by politeness, although members of the fam- 
ily now recall that he seemed to possess 
some mysterious influence over her when 
she was in his presence, and the young 
woman herself declares that she has no 
power of resistance when he is hear. 

During the four weéks of his stay Main 
paid Mrs. Wight only $4 and was getting 
along famously until Wednesday afternoon. 

Trilby Meets Svengali. 

Miss Whitman came down-town with her 
mother and met Main on the street while 
her mother was shopping. He proposed mar- 
riage, was accepted, and the prospective 


groom started out at once on the skirmish” 


line, telling her to wait for him. He found 
Henry Arnold and Horatio Spragte, who 
consented to act as witnesses,-and then, be- 
ing penniless, he applied for a loan to pay 
the marriage fee. Failing in this he bor- 
rowed another man’s hat for the occasion 
and proceeded with Miss Whitman to the 
office of Justice E. P. Mahoney, Here Mr. 
Arnold volunteered to guarantee the mar- 
riage ‘fee, and the ceremony was performed. 

The groom was in the gayest of spirits, but 
the bride seemed moody and down-cast and 
had little to say. After the ceremony the 
couple ‘went to the home of Mr. Arnold, and 
their failure to put in an appearance at the 
usual time for supper resulted in an in- 
vestigation that brought to light the true 
state of affairs. 


Parents Are Heartbroken. 


The girl’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Stephen 
Cc. Whitman, and her sister were heart- 
broken at the stantling intelligence and at 
once sought legal advice to see if the mar- 
riage could not be set aside, but nothing 
definite was accomplished at the time and 
the couple were permitted to goto Mrs. 
Wight’s house. 

The next day, however, hostilities were re- 
newed. The bride of less than a day, it is 
said, declared to her parents that she had no 
recollection of the marriage ceremony or of 
the events that immediately followed. She 
had awakened now to a realization of the 
fact that she was united to a man whom she 
had known but a few weeks and could never 
hope to regain the affections of the one with 
whem she had pilighted troth. 

Main Under Arrest. 

After consultation with attorneys. Main 
was arrested on complaint of the parents 
under Sec. 899 of the penal code on the charge 
of being > disorderly person.’ Previous to 
this action, however, the young bride had 
been taken to the home of her parents on 
Jones and Gifford avenue, and the groom 
worked himself into a fine hysterical fren- 
zy as he wrung his hands and cried aloud fo? 
his wife. , 

In answer to questions he said that he 
was 25 years old, was born in Hastings, 
Mich., and that his father lived at Sheldon, 
lll. He further said that he was a phrenol- 
ogist and palmist, that he was a member of 
the Episcopal Church, and temperate. 

Main talked of telegraphing to his father 
for bail, which was placed at $400, but 
made no attempt to do so, and was locked 
vp. He was seen by a reporter and seemed 
convulsed ‘with spasms of grief that came 
and went like April showers. In answer 
to questions he said that He had been out- 
rageously treated, and while wailing out 
his distress cried loudly for his wife. 


“They Have Torn Her From Me.” 

Main said he and Miss Whitman were much 
attached to each other. They feared that 
Miss Whitman’s parents: would not gonsent 
to their union, and, therefore, concluded to 
get married without asking permission. 

‘But they have torn her from me,’’ he 
wailed. *‘My God, sir, are you a married 
man? If you are, you know what it is!”’ he 
shduted, but on being answered in the nega- 
tive he grew calm again, and in answer to 
further questions said he had: worked at 
numbering buildings in several large citi¢s, 
had worked in many large hotels and clubs 
in different parts of the country, including 
New York and Detroit, and that his Tas* 
stand before coming to Jamestown was at 
Niagara Falls, where he staid several weeks. 

The prisoner is a young man of medium 
height. He has black hair and smal! black 
eyes that peer keenly and cunningly out 
from a thin peaked face that could hardly be 
called prepossessing. He is thin, and his 
well-worn badly fitting black clothes hang- 
ing about his angular frame make him re- 
semble to some extent an animated clothes- 
horse. ‘His quick jerky movements and fur- 
tive glances indicate extreme nervousness, 
and his rapid changes of mood and purpose 
lead one to the impression that his mental 
faculties are not properly balanced. 

The prisoner as yet has been given no ex- 
amination ami will be held until the fore part 
of the week. In the meantime his record is 
being looked up, and his mentad condition 
will be thoroughly tnvestigated, as those in- 
terested believe the man is insane.

The bride is a handsome woman, 25 years 
of age, and has always moved in good ‘so- 
ciety. She is bright and interesting in ap- 
pearance, and scandal has never been 
breathed in connection with her name be- 
fore. She is nearly: prostrated by the realiza- 
tion of her true Dosition, and joins most 
heartily with her parents in the desire that 
the unwelcome bonds that now weigh so 
heavily be sundered. 

To a reporter she declared positively that 
she hac not even the most vague recollec.- 
tion of what transpired after her meeting 
with Malin on the'street until after he left 
her the next day.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 26.—[Special.]}— 
Bank Examiner McKeon has been appointed 
permanent receiver of the National Bank of 
Tilinois. The decision was made by Con- 
troller Eckels this morning. The news was 
telegraphed at once to Mr. McKeon. The 
appointment was in every way satisfactory 
to the representatives of the bank who were 
present, and they did not suggest any other 
person for the position. 

The newly appointed receiver, John C. Mc- 
Keon, was appointed bank examiner in 1803. 
Previous to that time he had been Deputy 
County Clerk at Ottawa, Ill., the home of 
the Controller. While in that position he 
impressed Mr. Eckels with his fidelity and 
ebility. Therefore when the important pos!- 
tion of bank examiner at Chicago became 
vacant Mr. McKeon was appointed to fill 
it. He has given complete satisfaction, hav- 
ing acted as a confidential agent of the Con- 
troller in a number of delicate examinations 
and bank cases following on the panic of 
three years ago.

Statement by Controllef Eckels. *

It was al- 
leged by. them that during the year jusi 
passed several negotiations had been car- 
ried on for the sale of the road, but thé ger- 
eral disturbed condition of business, coupled 
with the long political campaign, aggra- 
vated by the failure of the Moore brothers

“ All the gentlemen expressed a desire’to 
aid in every way possible in assisting thé 
receiver in securing from the bank’s asseis 
the largest returns possible, and especialiy 
from the railway assets. . 


May Pay Creditors in Full. 


“ They expressed a belief that the assets 
of the bank would be sufficient to pay the 
ereditors in full and leave something for 
the benefit of the shareholders. They do 
not believe an assessment upon the share- 
holders will be necessary. 

‘“ No reference was made by them con- 
cerning the appointment of a receiver. They 
did not suggest any one nor oppose any one. 

_ They expressed themselves as perfectly con- 
‘tented to abide by any decision I might 
reach. 

- “Phe history of the Calumet Electric 
company was gone over in detail, so far 

‘as they had knowledge of it, and such in- 
Tormation as they had was given to me. 
Nothing else was made the subject of the dis- 
cussion outside the character of several of 
the large loans.

CITY: RAILWAY MAY BUY CALUMET. 
Advautages to the Line in the Puar- 

chase of the Electric Road. 

The directors who went to Washington the 
night before Christmas.are expected to visft 
New York’ before returning home in relation 
to the sale of the Calumet Electric. It 
is said. so far no progress had been 
made here towards placing the troublesome 
stocks and bonds now in the hands of the 
receiver. It seems certain the City railway 
company would take the property if satis- 
factory terms could be made. If this deal 
should be made it would result inthe estab- 
lishment.of another great trunk line by the 
City railway to the southern portion of the 
city. All the new road would need would be 
the extension of the Indiana avenue line 
from Fifty-first to Sixty-third streets and 
thence east in-Sixty-third street to South 
Park avenue, which is now the junction of 
the Calumet Electric with the Alley “ L.” 

The whole region is now filling up rapidly, 

and part of it is ill-suppliedewith transporta- 
tion facilities. The Sixty-seventh§ street 
line of the Calumet Electric would prove a 
most valfiable feeder to the City railway 
system, as it passes Oakwoods Cemetery 
and plerces the heart. of the well-settled 
territory between Sixty-third and Sixty- 
seventh streets, which is now largely de- 
pendent upon the Alley “‘L”’ and the I)li- 
nois Central. The line is doing little of this 
local business with its present connections. 
The entire route would practically parallel 
the Alley “1” for its entire length. 
Owing: to the small street traffic on Indi- 
“ana avenue, the time down-town would not 
be 4nuch longer than on the elevated. Now 
that the ®lé*tric Ihe has b&tn extended on 
Indiana avenue between Eighteenth and 
Thirty-ninth ‘strééts, the City railway is 
well prepared for an extension to Sixty-third 
and thence to South Park avenue. On ac- 
count of the importance of these connec- 
tions to the City railway the people who 
have the sale of the Calumet Electric in 
charge are hopeful of getting a fair price 
from that company.

OLD TRUST DEED COMES TO LIGHT. 


‘ — 

Instrument Recorded Last Week Given 
by Schneider and Dated May 17, ’S4. 
A trust deed, dated May 17, 1884, was filed 

in the Recorder’s office last week, given by 

George Schneider, President of the National 

Bank of Illinois, to G. W. Northrop, convey- 

ing in trust to the latter the property having 

a frontage of 100 feet mon Grand boulevard 

and 200 feet on Calumet avenue, to securean 

indebtedness of George Diehl of Antwerp, 

Belgium, of $20,000, for money advanced and 

credits from the National Bank of Illinois. 

There are some pecullar features about this 
deed. The land it conveys in trust was sub- 
djvided several years after the instrument 
was made, and sold by George Schneider to 
Frank A. Devlin, whois connected with the 
wholesale department of Carson, Pirie, Scott 
and.Co. Mr.-Deviin acquired the property 
about 1888 or 1889.-~ 

He disposed.of it several years later, cut- 
ting the Grand boulevard frontage inte 
three 33-foot lots, which were purchased by 
the following: No. 4400, F. R. Barheisel; No. 
4404, L. M. Stumer; and No. 4406, Fannie M. 
Baxter. The Calumet avenue property was 
sold to Thomas L. Forrest. 

the time this deed was dated, 1884, the 
law firm of Grant & Northrop were the at- 
torneys of George Schneider and of the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois: Mr. Grant hassince 
died; and Mr. Northrop is now a partner of 

Jacob Newman. 

Mr. Stumer has looked into the matger to 
see if his title would be cloudedy by the in- 
strument. He said yesterday: “I have not 
examined it from a legal standpoint yet, 
but it seems to me this old deed should not 
affect my title. The instruments of record, 
it seems to me, should take precedence. At 
the time I purchased the title to the prop- 
erty was thoroughly examined and was 
found secure. 

‘“‘Mr. Northrop tells me he has no knowl- 
edge of the deed and does not remember its 
having been drawn up. He does not know 
by whom it was filed in the Recorder’s 
office.’’ 

Mr. Northrop, in addition to saying he 
had no recollection of the deed, asserted 
that at that time, 1884, Mr. Grant, his part- 
ner, was the attorney for the National Bank 
of Illinois, of which Mr. Schneider was 

sident, and he thought it prabable that 

Mr: Grant had written the name in the deed 

and forgot to say anything about it. f 
Mr. Northrop inspected the deed later in 

the day. but-as it was typewritten and was 

acknowledged by some German/;notary, it 
failed to throw any light on the matter. 
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MAY GIVE JONES SQUEEZE. 


He Perhaps Has Knowledge of Queer 
Methods of the Illinois National. 

A sudden change in the plans of District- 
Attorney Black in the case against Benjamin 
B. Jones, who is being prosecuted on a charge 
of embezzlement from the National Bank of 
Illinois, may indicate that the District-At- 
torney is preparing to bring in Jones on some 
of thé ,charges for falsification so frequently 
made against the officials of the bank since 
it failed. 

It was hinted just before Jones was ar- 
rested that he owed his immunity to a 
knowledge of disagreeable things about the 
method of conducting the bank and aso 
escaped, while Wilson, his partner in crime, 
was punished to the limit. 

* No-sooner had the bank failed and its true 
condition been discovered than Jones was 
suddenly found and locked up. Then the 
old indietment against him was abandoned 
anda new warrant sworn out.

Bankers 
here join in this uneasy feeling. It may not 
be the sort of talk that loyal Chicago men 
may care to hear, but it would be unfair to 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE were this dispatch to 
fail to tell the precise truth. 

There is here what almost amounts to a 
campaign against Chicago. The cgllapse of 
the National Bank of Illinois has given 
new strength to it. It has developed into a 
fashion for New York bankers to sneer at 
Chicago. All that is reckless and dangerous 
is freely attributed to Chicago. Even 
harsher innuendoes go the rounds. So far 
does this adverse spirit run that even the 
magnificent rally of Chicago banks to re-: 
lieve the clients of this week’s broken bank 
is pooh-poohed as insignificant, while in 
some instances it’ is even pronounced a fake 
relief game. Such aro facts. They are put 
down here wholly. without malice toward a 
single Chicago intcrest.

Matter of Jealousy. 


And the why and the wherefore of it.may 
not be far to seek. Chicago has been. mak- 
ing heavy inroads on New York as a banking 
center in the last half-dozen years. One 
evidence of this will be conspicuous when 
New York clearing-house figures are given 
out in the two cities a week hence. 

Incidental to the bank revelations at Chi- 
cago, we have had abounding rumors touch- 
ing a variety of Chicago local securities. 
Chicago gas has been under .surveillance 
by speculators who have heard that certain 
gas insiders have been badly caught in the 
recent failures. It is reported that one Chi- 
cago member of the pool controlling Chicago 
Gas is obliged to let go a long Hne of stocks, 
including® a batch--of Chicago Gac. Gov. 
Flower and Anthony Brady say they know 
nothing of any such incident, but they ap- 
parently are rather careless at the moment 
as to what may be gas stocks ups or downs. 

Diamond Match has also been under pres- 
sure on rumors similar to those circulated 
concerning Gas." Such advices as come to 
Wall street from trustworthy Chicago 
soufces do not conform to the ideas which 
the stock market speculators are basing 
theories upon. 


Outlook for Trade. 


General trade reports are not very inspir- 
ing. The year goes out with business halt« 
ing. The revival anticipated so confidently 
as an election sequel comes.in exceedingly 
leisurely fashion. Yet on all aides, from every 
part of the country, and from practically 
every Commercial, financial, and industrial 
interest is to be had confident assurance that 
the new year will proceed but a little way 
before we have the betterment so much 
yearned for. I have séen today private dis- 
patches taking this encouraging view from 
local authorities at Boston, Providence 
Springtield, New Haven, Albany, Buffaio; 
Cleveland; Cincinnati, St. Louts, Atlanta 
Pittsburg, Ph§adéiphia, and Chicago. ‘ 

Four of Chicago's foremost financiers were’ 
among those sending these cheerful dis- 
patches. They are men,who have made mill- 
ions by rightly reading the business future. 
If they are correct now, 1807 will be a year 
long remembered for its gifts.

“RATS? 1S THE CRY OF PARTISANS, 


The French Capital Is Overrun with 
These Little Pests. 

Paris and Parisians dre menaced with 
destruction by rats, which are honey-comb- 
ing the city, and will soon start on an or- 
ganized raid with a view to devouring its 
inhabitants. The Municipal Council is in- 
voked to avert the impending catastrophe, 
and it is. suggested that.a substantial re- 
ward might be offered to any, one who could 
invent some practical process whereby these 
Horrid creaturgg might be improved off the 


face or, rather, the depths of the earth ere 


worse befall. Setting manifest exaggeration 
aside, it must be admitted that never has this 
nuisance assumed more formfdable pro- 
portions than at the present date. Never 
beMre have the rats, within the bounds of 
the Nortfifications, increased and ‘multiplied 
to such a disagreeable extent. They teem 
everywhere, and the recent floods and rains 
have rendered them particularly active. 
They emerge in their thousands from the 
drains, and in out-of-the-way districts scour 
the streets in gangs, affording fine sport to 
the policemen on duty there at night, who 
pursue them with their sword bayonets, 
committing veritable massacres. It is, 
however, in the neighborhood of the Cen- 
tral Markets and the Palais Royal that they 
most do congregate, as well as in the 
slaughter-houses. Vendors at the Halles 
do not know where to stow their goods for 
greater security, and at the abattoirs havoc 
is played by the rats with the carcasses 
which come ready to their teeth. : The-demo- 
lition of old houses, large stables, and the 
like, for building purposes, has deprived 
myriads of their former means of sub- 
sistence and has turned them loose on so- 
ciety. That something must be done to keep 
this nuisance within certain limits, at beast, 
is a necessity which seems to be generally 
recognized, but nobody appears to be, as yet, 
ready with a plan of campaign. 


WILD HORSE AS HE IS FOUND TODAY. 


Breed Discovered in the Dzungarian 
Desert Is Interesting. 

Harper’s Weekly: In the present relation- 
ship between the man and the horse un- 
doubtedly there is Changé due to the bicycle, 
and so we are becoming under less obliga- 
tions to animal locomotion. dt is, however, 
the old form of horse which is again coming 
to the front. Perhaps the general reader, 
not a agpecialist, has become somewhat tired 
reading of the original four-toed horge, as 
his forsil remains are found in Kansas, and 
how in time he gradually changed until he 
became the single-hoofed creature, cancei- 
ling his*earlier toe formation. It is the true 
wild horse, as he may exist today, which we 
have been looking for. The first find of him, 
some years ago, was questiéned. Anyhow, 
the creature was called equus prjevalskii, 
and in a recent journey the Russian ex- 
plorer Prjevalsky hunted in’ vain. for him 
in Central Asia in the desert of the Hashun 
Gobi. Recently the two travelers G. E. and 
M. E..Grum Grzimailo have come across 


wild horses in the. Dzungarian Desert, and - 


they succeeded in shooting two of them. As 
to their height, they-stood'some 1.46 meters, 
were possessed of a stout back and chest,” 
and with the’ neatest and‘ trimniest‘of legs, 
as clean as those of a race-horse, The head 
was heavy, with an‘atinornial width of fore- 
head. The tail had its peculiarities, being 
parti-colored, taking the hue of the coat of 
the horse above, but black underneath, and 
not long-haired... The coat was scant, some- 
what curly, but that might have depended 
on the season. One marked point was the 
presence of side whiskers, long, stiff hairs, 
extending from.the ears te the chin. One 
thing these animals did was to adhere to the 
custom of our present horses, for they 
neighed, whereas the wild ass brays. The 
Grzimailos say that though the Mongols oc- 
casionally capture foals they never have suc- 
ceeded in domesticating them.

This is taken as 
an indication that eventually New Orleans 
will become quite as important a shipping 
— for hog products as it already is for 
grain. 

The reason for Baltimore’s gain over New 
York is the maintenance;of a rate three 
cents per 100 pounds higHer to New York 
than to Baltimore, and, in. addition, the 
exaction of a three-cent terminal charge 
for lighterage at New York by the New 
York roads. It is evident thai unless the 
New York terminal lines restrain their hog- 
gish propensities the doom of New York as 
an export point is sealed. 


AMERICAN LUXURY ON ENGLISH CARS 


London Papers Exelt Over the Inaugea- 

ration of Dining Cars. . 
. English people have just discovered what a 
great juxury, dining cars are. A try bfiex. 
ultation is-raised ‘by the London papers, 
which have just reached here, over the in- 
auguration of a dining car service by the 
Midland railway company on its Manchester 
division. The public is congratulated upon 
the fact that a long railway journey has now 
really become a luxury. The London Tele- 
graph exclaims: ** When will finality be ob- 
tained in railway traveling?” It then goes 
on to say: *‘ Every year witnesses an ad- 
vance in speed and luxury.. The great trunk 
lines are straining every effort to outpace 
and outdo each other. The'traveler running 
north from London can now enjoy a degree 
of luxury when journeying that would amaze 
our hardy fathers. It would be an interest- 
ing thing to secure the impfessions of one 
of these old travelers if he were transferred 
direct from an old-time stage coach to a 
corridor dining or drawing-room car of to- 
day, say, one of the new ones which the Mid- 
land railroad ran yesterday for the first 
time between London and Manchester, and 
shown that he could not only journey with 
greater comfort and freedom, but that he 
could have his dinner cooked on the very 
vehicle he traveled, and dine in luxury, 
while running at the rate of seventy-five 
miles on hour, without spillihg a drop of 
wine out of a giass filled to the brim.”” ‘An 
elaborate description is given of the new 
cars, which differ in no way from the elegant 
dining cars that have been in service on all 
the leading American roads for the last fif- 
teen years. 


DECREE OF FORECLOSURE ny basa 


Property of the Atlantic and Pacifie 
Road to Be Sold to Pay Bondholders. 
San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 26.—The final de- 

cree of foreclosure and sale of the Atlantic 
and Pacific railway was. filed in the United 
States Circuit Court today. ‘This is.the last 
of a series of similar decrees which have 
beén made in suits by the same parties and 
for the same action in every district in which 
the insolvent Atlantic and Pacific has prop- 
erty. ' 

It is ordered that unless the sum of $2,582,- 
848.16 is paid ®y the railroad to its debtors 
within thirty days the entire property shall 
be sold at atictiom at Gallup, Bernalillo 
County, N. M. 

The foreclosure proceedings weére ,insti- 
tuted by the United States Trust company 
of New York to recover the interest on an 
issue of bonds. The bonds were in two sets 
aggregating the sum of $16,000,000, with in- 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent, payable an- 
nually. The issue was held in trust by the 
Mercantile Trust company and was known 
as the mortgage on the western division of 
the railroad. A second issue with terms 
similar was taken by the Boston Safe De- 
posit and Trust company. 

The bonds, aggregating $12,000,000, deliy- 
ered to the Boston Safe Deposit and Trust 
company, have beén decided to be subordi- 
nate to the first issue. It has been decided 
by the court thatafter the proceeds of the 
sale have been received the complainants 
distribute to the holders of the first mort- 
gage bonds the sum of $83,823.50, the first 
balance due.

Manufacturer Cites Some Examples in 
_ the Case of Vehicles. 

‘P. E. Btudebaker in Commercial Adver- 
tiser; I maintain thac the true cause of 
the change of prices in America and the 
world over has been: science and improved 
machinery. Evérything can be produced 


cheaper than ever beforé. When we first 


commenced to ‘manufacture wagons steel 
was worth $120 per ton. Today it is worth 
$30 a ton. Iron cost $100 a ton then; today 
the price is $25. The freight on the first car- 
load of wagons we ever shipped to Chicago 
was $41; today it is $12. 

Freight wagons, such as the mine owners 
bought from us in 1865 and 1866 to haul their 
machinery from St. Joseph to Colorado, 
Utah, Montana, and Idaho, and for which 
they paid us $200, we will sell them today 
for $90. 

The first car of farm wagons we ever 
shipped to Kansas City was in 1865. We..re- 
celved for each wagon $124, delivered on the 
levee, The freight was $18 per wagon, net- 
ting us $106 at the factory. Today we will 
sell the same ‘wagon at $50. Wil! deliver it 
to Kansas City for $53. .The reduction in 
freight from $18 to $3 per wagon is not so 
bad, considering the wicked railroads did it. 

Our first agent in Galveston, Tex., was 
ex-Gov. Lubboak, a grand old man. He 
paid us $110 for the same kind of wagons we’ 
sell now for $50. His freight per car was 
$400, the Wharfage at New Orleans was $24 
per car, and the wharfage at Galveston $18 
per car. The freight now is about $125 per 
car. 

Col. Trumbull of Brenham, Tex., once 
paid me $4,400 in gold for wagons, and 
had to carry it in my gripsack to Galves 
ton to get New York exchange. Suppose he 
had paid me in silver. It would have 
weighed about 350 pounds; and I would have 
had to ship it as freight. I don’t believe 
Texas will vote for a silver standard. The 
people are called a little rough down there, 
but they have lots of good, sound, business 
sense, even the cowboys. 


UNIQUE COLONY OF NEGROES. 


Eleven Heads of Slave Faniilies Work- 

A ing Together for Good of the Many. | 

Harper’s Weekly: Up In Alabama, not fan 
from Birmingham, is a negro colony uniqtie 
inthe South. Its postoffice address is Vance, 
and the colony is settled on the former plan- 
tation of Marion Banks, a slave-owner of 
old days, who left his land to his negroes 
when he died. 

There were eleven heads of families among 
the negroes at the time, and each got a farm 
of 208 acres,'but they have preferred to live 
together in community, working. togethér 
and helping each other when necesgary. The 
settlement has been a@ prosperous one, and is 
now self-supporting, and has over 300 mem- 
bers, néarly all af the pure African type. 

But what the negroes want moré than any- 
thing else are better school facilities, for 
they are beginning to appreciate the fact that 
only with education can they “ keep. up with 
the procession '’; and they are now @oing to 
work to add the necessary school and thus 
secure educational advance as wellias ma- 
terial prosperity. 

There are dozens, of negro settlements in 
the South, but this is perhaps the only one 
which has been thoroughly successful with- 
out the aavice, assistance, or guidance of 
white’ men, and where the principle of co- 
operation, believed to be so difficult in the ne- 
gro, has been carried out thoroughly. 


Traffic in the Strand. 

A statistician says 12,000 vehicles, includ- 
ing 3,000 omnibuses, pass through the Strand, 
London, in the day, and the narrowné$s of 
the street causes each of the 63,000 occupants 
to waste, on the average, three minutes. 
The,total waste of time equals 3,150 bours, 
the money value of which, at the very mod- 
erate rate of one shilling an hour, is $785 per 
day, or nearly $250,000 per annum.

Window glass will go up 2% per cent in 
price as the result of a meeting of big job- 
bers and the officers of the window glass 
trust at the Auditorium Hotel next Tuesday 
morning. ° 

The advance in price and the meeting are 
the direct result of what: the officers’of the 
trust term a big “ bluff” on the part of a 
number of Chicago jobbers who are organiz- 
ing to buy their glass abroad. The jobbers 
have not yet been notified of the meeting, but 
as they practically have beaten the trust it 


“4s likely the scheme of importing window 


glass by the ship load will be given up and 
the Chicago jobbers will continue to buy of 
the trust. :: 

The rebate scheme which the window glass 
trust. was to put into effect on Jan. 1 would, 
Wig it were successful, ultimately force every 
large jobber in window glass in America to 
go opt of business or buy abroad. Accord- 
Ing toxthe scheme, if the jobbers behaved 
themselves, did not cut prices, or say mean 
things about the trust, on July 1 next they 
would get ‘a rebate of 3 per cent 
on: all $8,000 orders .given,after Jan. 1, 
‘and a rebate of 5 per cent on all orders 
of $25,000 or over. This would give the job- 
ber avho placed a $50,000 order no preferences 
over the one who placed a $25,000 order, and 
would make the. profits of the jobbers, it is 
said, too small to live on. 


To Force ‘Rhem Ont of Business. 

Even the officers of the window glass trust, 
it is said, have acknowledged that the job- 
bers could not do business with profit on the 
slender margin allowed by the newrule, and 
it has-been regarded by the jobbers as a de- 
liberate attempt to force them out of busi- 
ness. 

Already the big jobbers have begun to feel 
the bad effects of the new rule. The sash, 
door, and blind men and many of the whole- 
sale druggists, whos formerly have bought 
of the jobbers, have.made preparatians to 
“club” together and’ place their orders dl- 
rectly with the manufacturers, so as to get 
the 5 per cent rebate to be allowed on July 1 
om $25,000 orders. . 

Within the last two days, however, every 
sash, door, and blind man, wholesale drug- 
gist, and small jobber in Chicago has re- 
ceived a cireular from the office of one of 
the largest of the Chicago jobbers, calling 
on them to unite and fight the trust by buy- 
ing outside of the country. 

The dealers were asked to order through 
the firm sending out the circular an aggre- 
gate of 100,000 boxes, which would obtain 
sweeping rate prices from the French and 
Belgian manufacturers and enable the glass 
to be imported at a profit in spite of the duty 
of 40 to 80 per cent. 


Heavy Orders for Foreign Glass, 


When the letters were sent out the dealers 
already had placed orders dggregating 30,- 
000: boxes, and yesterday morning this had 
been increased to 50,000. Scores of letters 
were received expressing satisfaction with 
the move and a willingness on the part of 
the dealers to help it, even if the glass cost 
trust prices. There is no doubt-that before 
the end of the week the total order of 100,000 
boxes. would have been, placed, and the 
French and Belgian giass manufacturers 
would have received it. 

When the circulars were sent out, how- 
ever, the officers of the window glass trust 
were remembered, and they took alarm at 
ence: It was decided to. send notice of a 
joint meeting of the officers of the trust and 
the jobbers to be held at the Auditorium 
Hotel next Tuesday, and with the notice a 
hint that everything would be made satis- 
factory to the jobbers. The notice of the 
meeting was sent out last evening. 


Fox Talks of the Case, 


Fox & Fox, who have offices in the Menhat- 
tan Building, are the representatives of the 
Indiana’ nch of the trust. F. H. Fox, a 
member of the firm, said yesterday: . 

**T think the demands of the jobbers are 
perfectly just, and I am pretty sure there 
will be an advance of 2% per cent to help 
them out. Their talk of buying glass abroad 
is nothing but a ‘ bluff," though. . They never 
can do it with profit. The differences prob- 
ably will be adjusted at the meeting next 
Tuesday... The advance in price, if there is 
one, may not go into effect for several 
months.”’ ll 

The window glass trust really ts two 
trusts, which work together. The Indiana 
manufacturers comprise one association, of 
which Joseph G. Sayre of Marion is Presi- 
dent.. H. Selers McKee of Jeannette, Pa.,

The Swedish residents of this country are 
going to send a testimonial to King Oscar II. 
of Sweden on the occasion of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his reign, which will 
occur Sept. 18, 1897. For months the Swe- 
dish artists of the country have been work- 
ing on designs, to be submitted to the com- 
mittee in charge of the testimonial, and sev- 
eral days ago the last of the competitors 
sent in a plaster cast of his design. The 
work of all was then carefully gone over, 
and two prizes were awarded to Charles 
Fribert of Rockford, Ill, and August Lind- 
strom ofthis city. The prizes"wcre many 
‘and emall, the committee regarding the 

onor of first and second choice as suffi- 
‘clent compensation for the work of the suc- 
cessful ones, Mr. Fribert’s design will be 
chosen for the testimonial, and will proba- 
bly be worked out in silver, although at the 
present time nothing has been decided. 

The movement to remember the anniver- 
sary of their King started among the Swedes 
of this city and Brooklyn in May last. The 
most enthusiastic over the project were the 
members of the Swedish Engineers’ club, 
whose house is at No. 489 Henry street, 
Brooklyn. The project really started among 
them, and Mr, Ernst Lundgren, a Swedish 
lawyer of this city, and a member of ihe 
club, has been the most active worker in the 
cause. Mr, Lundgren was the Swedish Com- 
missioner: to the World's Fair, and was 
knighted and decorated by, King Oscar for 
his services at that time. 

At a meeting held in May a committee of 
fifty was appointed to sound the Swedes of 
the West and South and find out what they 
thought of the scheme. If it met with their 
approval, and seemed likely to be success- 
ful, it was decided to go ahead and solicit 
subscriptions for the work. 

Mr. Lundgren was elected President of the 
committee, and among other membcrs were 
V. RP. H. Johannsen, editor of thc Swedish 
paper North Star; ex-Supervisor H. A. C. 
Dahl of Brooklyn, M. Samuel, an importer 
of this city, and E. T. Holmes, a merchant 
of this city. Other members are Swedish 
residents of Washington, Jersey City, Phila- 
Gelphia, Boston, and New Haven.

SOME OF THE TRICKS HE PLAYED 
OFF THE STAGE. 


Great Magician Was Genuinely Fond 
of His Art and Was Seen at His Best 
When Practicing It for His Own 
Amusement—Liked to Play Jokes 
on Pelicemen—Bartenders Also Fa- 

-_wvorite Victims — How Bill Nye 
Tarned the.Tables on the Wizard. 


The death of Alex- 

Herrmann, the magician, has 
removed one of the greatest prac- 
tical jokers that the country ever knew. 
Herrmann loved to mystify people, partic- 
ularly people who were unaware of his iden- 
tity, and consequently not expecting any- 
thing remarkable to happen. The magician 
used tosay: “I love my audiences, but they 
are always expecting something, and noth- 
ing surprises them. It is one of the greatest 
pleasures of my life to surprise the people 
who do not know me and do not expect from 
me more than they do from the ordinary lay- 
man.”’ 

Herrmann had made several trips around 
the world, and, being a man of great keen- 
ness} with ae full appreciation of the value 
of a@vertising, took care that the places he 
visited had reason to remember him. His 
tricks on citizens, hotel clerks, policemen, 
and others were always exploited in the 
newspapers, and as a boomer for himself 
he had few equals. His stories, however, 
had one merit which the yarns of the press: 
agent of today seldom have. They were in- 
variably accounts of something that had 
actually happened. It wasn’t necessary for 
Herrmann to exploit fakes. He could make 
stories too easily himself. All he had to do 
was to walk into a barroom or into a group 
of people on the sireet, play a trick on some- 
body, and the story was made. But outside 
of business considerations Herrmann loved 
a joke for its own sake. He would frequent- 
ly go out alone and spend hours in localities 
where even his mephistophelian features 
were not known, amusing the natives wits 
most astonishing performances. 


ieen Manipulation of Cards. 

It was as a card manipulator that Herr- 
mann excelled. He could do more feats with 
a@ pack of cards than any living man, and 
some of his card tricks have never been ex- 
plained. It seemed as though he could actu- 
ally change the spots on a card, while it was 
his custom at all performances to throw 
ecards from the stage to any part of the 
house at the direction of the people in the 
audience. 

A trick much affected by magicians is the 
tearing up of a deck of cards. It is not 
really a trick, a man’s ability to do it de- 
pending entirely on his strength of wrist 
and the acquirement of a knack of applying 
the required force to the best advantage. 
Herrmann could tear an ordinary deck into 
eighths. The strain on a man in doing this 
is something terrific, and Herrmann often 
told people that it disabled his hands fora 

' week. 

Some very remarkable performances have 
been attributed to Herrmann, and he used 
to say himself that by the time some of his 
street tricks reached the newspapers they 
were truly miraculous affairs. The follow- 
ing story, however, is told by a newspaper 
man of this city as having actually hap-

“The idea of being fired at with powder 
and bal! ts not original with me,” he sald. 
“To the manner of its execution only do I 
lay the claim of originality. There are 
various ways of performing the feat. - One 
way is to have the pistol or gun made so that 
the tube that connects with the powder pin, 
if it be a flilntlock, or with the cap, if it be a 
percussion lock, instead of running into the 
breech of the barrel proper, run down into 
the tube that contains the ramrod. Then 
the committee is called upon to mark the bul- 
let, load the piece, and fire at the performer. 
The false barrel or ramrod tube has been 
previously loaded with a charge of powdcr 
and wadonly. The ramrod is laid aside, 
and the report is just as loud as though the 
charge was fired from the regular barrel, 
while no part of the barrel proper is charged 
with powder and the leaden bullet remains 
undisturbed.

“* Dear me, how careless,’’ exclaimed Herr- 
mann, expecting to see Nye start back in 
surprise. But Nye didn’t do any such thing. 
Coolly picking up the gem, he remarked: 

“I’m always leaving things like that 
around. Here, waitress, here’s a little pres- 
ent for you,” and he handed it to the girl 
who was waiting on the table. Herrmann 
had to get the proprietor of the hotel out in 
the kitchen before he could get the stone 
back again, the girl absolutely refusing to 
give it up. 

Herrmann always enjoyed telling this 
story on himself, and he and Nye were great 
friends up to the time of the latter’s death. 

One day when he was stopping at Syracuse, 
where he was performing, a friend of his, an 
amateur necromancer, introduced to him an 
acquaintance who had never seen the pro- 
fessor. The friend purposed to take Herr- 
mann out and show him the town. Herr- 
mann had a parrot in his room that kept up 
such a jabbering that conversation was al- 
most impossible. The great talker and the 
stranger found it impossible to hear any- 
thing but the bird’s shrill) talk. The bird 
seemed particularly fond of shrieking, ‘‘Ain’t 
you smart!” The racket didn’t seem to dis- 
turb the professor, but suddenly noticing 
that it annoyed the stranger he jumped from 
his seat abruptly and seized the bird. 

“T’ll stop your noise,’ the magician cried, 
and flung the parrot into space. Bird and 
clatter vanished simultaneously, and the 
stranger never discovered what became of 
Polly, for Herrmann then put on his hat and 
went out walking with his two callers.

“ Yes,"’ the magician said, “‘ that is an odd 
ring. It was given to me by the Emperor of 
Austria. But you can have it if you will 
accept it.’’ 

Thereupon he drew the ring from his finger

But it wasn’t there when the latter looked 
at his hand. Instead, it glittered upon the 
little finger of the Professor’s left hand.

Could he 
put heaven under his feet by simply going 
to another part of the earth? 

But. science moved on remorselessly. 
teaching that the stars were not “ eternal 
fires,’ having a spiritual essence, but sim- 
ply other and more distant suns, and that 
the planets, although they differed from the 
earth in their precise condition, yet closely 
resembied it in make-up. Finally, in our 
own days, have come the denionstrations 
of the spectroscope, which give direct 
proof that the sun is composed of precisely 
such substances as exist on and in the 
earth: that the atmospheres of the planets 
consist of the same gaseous elements thet 
we are familiar with here, and that even 
the distant stars, have nothing mysterious 
in their composition, but contain metals 
and chemical elements identical with those 
that form the sun, the moon, and 
earth. 

Then, too, we know now that the space

LOOKS AFTER 10'S NEEDS. 


HALF OF THE INDIANS’ SUPPLIES ARE 
DRAWN FROM CHICAGO,

United States Indian Warehouse in 
South State Street and the Part.It 
Plays in Supplying Necessities and 
Luxuries for the Aborigines—This 
City New ‘Handles One-Half of the 
Business of the Department—Pre- 
paring for Basy Times. 


ALF of the task of supplying the 
American Indians with the necessi- 
ties and comforts of life is intrusted 
to Chicago. It is an enormous un- 

dertaking—one which keeps thousands of 
men at work constantly and involves the ex- 
penditure by the government of millions of 
dollars annually—and this city is the head- 
quarters for the major portion of the work. 
Three years ago New York owned a monop- 
oly in the matter; now Chicago takes the 
larger part in the division of honors. 

On South State street, near Fourteenth 
street, is located Chicago’s United States 
Indian warehouse, a government building 
and institution with which the public is al- 
most unacquainted. It is a large red brick 
structure, consisting of offices in front and 
a storeroom over 100 feet square in the rear. 
It is commonplace and unimportant enough 
as it looks, but it is the greatest blessing 
ms 3 comfort which the red man has left to 

m., 

From this building, im the months of late 
spring and early summer, heavily laden 
drays arrive and leave all day in a steady 
procession,, while the store-room ig packed 
to the ceiling with merchandise, leaving only 
narrow passageways through which hurry 
a small army of busy men. The destination 
of these goods proves Chicago to be the rail- 
road center’ $f the country, for the bundles, 
bales, and crates start off toward all points 
of the compass. And diverse as are the 
Cirections of departure, those from which 
the goods arrive are equally varied. 


“Is a Business Transaction. 


When the United States Government ab- 
\8orbs’a portion of an Indian reseryation it 
fixes a cash value for the territory taken. 
But instead of paying the ousted tribe for its 
land in cash, the money is put into the neces- 
sities and luxuries of life and is distributed 
annually among the families of the reserva- 
tion. This system of providing for Poor Lo 
costs the government about $5,000,000 an- 
nually. ; 

In carrying out this scheme of distribution 
the Department of the Interior has estab- 
lished two principal warehouses, one in New 

- York and the other in Chicago. A third of 
minor size and importance has been recently 
located in San Francisco. Twice a year in 
these places and in Washington, D. C., bids 
are opened for the’ various articles going to 
make up the sum total of an Indian’s want— 
all except whisky and tobacco. These bids 
are open to the world and are entered into by 
merchants and preducérs all over the United 
States. New York handles the dry -goods, 
groceries, and school supplies; Washington 
the coal and dried fruit, and Chicago all the 
rest, including meat, grain, provisions, hard- 
ware, mechanical tools, agricultural imple- 
ments, furniture, harness, leather, and med- 
ical supplies. 
*" What Is Done Here. 


Chicago's share of this array of neces- 
saries is bought in all parts of the country 
from the lowest bidders, and is shipped di- 
rectly here. In the big warehouse on State 
street it is all checked, inspected, and re- 


and sundry destinations—wherever there are 
Indians. Some small quantities of this mer- 
chandise are bought and delivered directly 
to the citles near the reservations, but from 
95 to OT per cent of all the stuff bought on 
Chicago bids finds a temporary stopping 
place in the State street warehouse. 

From the time goods leave the ware- 
house until received by the 25) Indian 
} agents and Supérintendent#of Indian schoo'!s 
throughout the West, they are carried by 
the lowest bidders for transportation con- 
cessions. Bids for this work are opened in 
Chicago once a year, and all the dray lines, 
railroads, and mule drivers in the West 
enter into competition for the contracts. 
Sometimes four or five companies all have 
a hand in getting one pair of shoes from 
the warehouse in this city to its final resting 
place inside a hut in Oklahoma. 


Preparing for Busy Times. 


Just now this is the slow time of the Chica- 
go warehouse. The storeroom is empty, the 
report for the year made out, and everything 
cleaned up for the season. The Superin- 
tendent, D. C. Cregier, a former Mayor of 
Chicago, keeps busy making a few “ open 
market’’ purchases of stuff of which the 
supply ran out unexpectedly, and in writing 
letters to his chief, Indian Commissioner 
Daniel M. Brownfng. But in a month or so 
the preparations will begin for the next an- 
nual bids, and then until next winter the 
warehouse will be one of the busiest places in 
this busy city.

Isaac Heine had three children—two sons, 
Simon and Haerz, and a daughter, Rachael. 
All three married and had children, Simon 
two daughters, Sarah and Regina. Jacob 
Morgenthal, so he claims, is the son of Sarah 
and her husband Samuel Morgenthal, and 
was born in Diez, June 16, 1859. Except for 
his brother Samuel, now living in New York, 
he is the only representative of his branch 
of fhe fomily in America. 

The ill fortune which had followed Isaac 
in his adventures through France and Spain 
Gid not leave his descendants. None of them 
has ever had a position such as has come to 
be regarded the natural place of the descend- 
ants of Heyman. Indeed, poverty rather 
than that state of being known as “ fairly 
well to do” has been their lot, and Mr. Mor- 
genthal’s emigration to the ‘United States 
was undertaken in the hope that in the newer 
country better fortune might come to him.

Lasarist Fathers Discover Building 
Answering to the Description of One 
° in Which Mary Spent the Night, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Dispatch 
to the New York Sun.}—The authorities 
of the Roman Catholic University here” 
ha¥e been informed that the fathers 
of the Order of Lazarists have dis 
covered the house in ‘which the Vir- 
gin Mary lived while in Ephesus. The dis- 
covery was made by Father Paulain, su- 
perior of the Lazarist Mission of Bphesus, 
the headquarters of which are at Smyrna. 
The missionaries work all the territory 
about the ruins of Ephesus, on the site of 
which are now merely a few Turkish vil- 
lages. The order is a French one. 

It appears that Father Paulain made the 
discovery through reading ‘‘ The Life of the 
Holy Virgin,” by Catherine Emmerich, the 
German mystic who died in the early part of

Catherine Emmerich professed to have been 
inspired When she wrote. 

* This house,” the account said, “ is about 
eight miles from Ephesus, on a mountain 
which is reached by narrow paths which 
are to the south of Ephesus. From the sum- 
mit one sees Ephesus on the one side, the 
sea on the other, the sea being neater the 
hill than it is to Ephesus.”’ 

Father Paulain thought that as Catherine 
Emmerich had never visited Ephesus this 
description was a very accurate one. The 
book gave a detailed description of the plan 
of the house and even of its furniture. It 
said that the house was square and in the 
rear had a round or octagonaladdition. The 
site of the house was near and Father Pau- 
lain determined to investigate the story. He 
organized an expedition to search for the 
house, It consisted of Father Paulain, Prof. 
Jung, professor of mathematics at the Col- 
lege of Smyrna, a servant, a railroad em- 
Pe and a hegro Mussulman. The only 

that fitted the description was the bBul- 
pal Dag, or Hill of the Nightingales. From 
Smyrna the party proceeded te Aya-Soulock 
one of the villages now occupying the site of 
Ephesus. From here they left for the hill. 
The first day out they met a Captain of 
gendarmes named Andrea, who informed 
them that there was an old tradition current 
among the people of that locality that a 
“great lady” had died nearby many cent- 
uries agu and on Aug. 15 the peasants of the 
neighborhood were in the habit of making 
pilgrimages to a part of the’ Bulbul Dag 
which they called the Panaghia Capdoull, or 
Gate of the Virgin, 

So, somewhat encouraged, the party preased 

on. On the second day they ascended the 
Bulbul Dag, and on the third day reached 
iis summit. Here they found a plateau 
covered with a dense growth of fig, oak, 
laurel, and olive trees. Being exhausted, 
they wandered aimlessly about until they 
saw some women working in a tobacco field. 
They asked them for water, and were di- 
rected to a clump of trees near by. Here 
to their surprise they found the ruins of a 
stone house similar in form to the one de- 
scribed by Catherine Emmerich. They 
looked about them and on one side they saw 
the sea, nearer to them than Ephesus, the 
ruins of which were on the other side. The 
house, according to Catherine, was divided 
into three parts. The central part was 
again divided into thfee parts, of which the 
last was semicircular. This served as an 
oratory for the Virgin Mary. On the left 
was the vestiary, which is now fallen into 
ruins, and on the right was the bedroom, 
in which was the bed, a plank fixed about 
a foot and a half from the ground. The house 
is now preceded by a sort of square vesti- 
bule, which is known to have bean erected 
several centuries after Christ. 
; The expedition returned to Smyrna with 
the news of their discovery, and Mer.Timonl, 
Archbishop of Smyrna, made an examina- 
tion of the house and compared it with.the 
description in the book, and he showed that 
but for the ruinous condition of the house 
it was exactly like the one described in the 
book. Since then students from the school 
of Athens have visited the place, and they 
say that the ruins are like those of the gym- 
nasium of Athens, a Roman building doy the 
time of Christ. 

This, of course, does not completely estab- 
lish the identity of the house, as the place 
where the Virgin Mary dwelt ‘after the cru- 
cifixion of Christ has been in dispute for cen- 
turies. The last mention of her in the Bible | 
is that she remained in an upper chamber 
with the apostles after the ascension. St. 
John had charge of her, and it is believed 
that he went to Ephesus, and it is supposed 
that he died there.

BLOODHOUNDS NOT ALWAYS SAVAGE. 


Mistaken Notions Regarding the Char- 
acteristics of Dogs That Run 
Down Human Beings. 


It is a rihotabti to suppose that blood- 
hounds used in this country in slavery times 
to hunt runaway negroes and in these days 
to run down thieves and murderers are al- 
Ways savage beasts. On the contrary, they 
are harmless and when they catch up with 
the object of their search will run to him 
to play or lie down and take no further no- 
tice unless he should start to run; when they 
will follow. Bloodhounds always give cry 
when on a hot scent or when the man is in 
sight, but for the most part their hunt is as 
silent as a shadow. 

Down in Carthage Township in Hancock 
County *“ Uncle Dick” Mack once kept a 
pack of bloodhounds, and he used them for 
hunting deer. They were fu!l-blooded creat- 
ures, with the drooping dewlaps, bloodshot 
eyes, and long ears that hung close to the 
head. They were powerfully built and 
looked savage énough, but they were as 
harmiess as kittens. 

The boys of the neighborhgod used to have 
great fun in what they ca@ed “ nigger 
hunts.” They would usually assembie at 
“ Uncle Dick’s” farm ona Saturday morn- 
ing and one of the fleetest lads would be 
chosen as the “ nigger.’ . He 4vould- ‘start 
out on a run of five or ten. miles through 
the woods of Big Creek, and after he had 
been gone an hour his handkerchief or some 
smiali article of clothing he had left behind 
would be given to the dogs to smell of and 
they would be started on his trail. 

Away they would go ih full cry for the 
first five minutes, their peculiar, ringing 
voices carrying for miles in the clear, frosty 
air of the autumn, the boys following, som e- 
times on horseback and sometimes on foot. 
After the first breakaway the dogs would 
run silently and swiftly, their noses close to 
the ground: The “nigger” would take 
every means to throw the: hounds off the 
track. He would climb sinal> saplings that 
would bend over with his wéight and then 
spring to the ground as far away from the 
tree as possible in order to break his tracks. 
He would wade in streams, ‘run along dry 
logs, jump from one stump to another; and 


use all the artifices known to woodsmen to 


baffie the hounds. 

They never failed to get him, however. If 
he waded in a stream they would run up and 
down its banks until they had picked up the 
scent. If he sprang from a sapling they 
would circle around the last/point of con- 
tact of his foot with the ground until they 
found the trail, their long, mournful cry 
indicating the direction the pursued had 
taken.

Vhen the attack was made Corporal John 
Simmons stood almost at the base of the 
great cottonwood tree, a portion of the trunk 
of which is now in the possession of the 
Histor'cal Society. He was fighting to pro- 
tect the wagen which contained his wife and 
children. He finally fell, but rose again with 


} an effort, clubbed his gun, brained one of an 


assaulting party of braves, and feil dead. 
How the Child Escaped. 


No sooner had Mrs. Simmons seen her hus- 
band fall beneath the biows of the aavenen 
surrounding him than she realized that all in 
the wagon were at the mercy of the infuriated 
victors. A young Indian, tomahawk in hand, 
climbed into the now unguarded vehicle, and 
in utter disregard of the tears and importun- 
ities of Mrs. Simmons and the other wome~ 
struck ‘his weapon into the head of all the 
older children within, killing them instantly. 
When the infuriated Indian sank the blade of 
his tomahawk into the first child Mrs. Sim- 
mons pressed her baby to her breast and 
leaned over, secreting it in the folds of her 
dress. After killing the other children, one of 
whony was the little boy, David Simmons, the 
Pottawatomie staid his hand and leaped from 
the wagon. Three children besides those in 
the wagon were murdered at the same time. 


Cruelty of the Indians. 


No sooner had the savages completed the 
destruction of the wagon train than most of 
them ran to aid in the capture of Capt. 
Heald, who, with his party, was now sur- 
rounded by an overwhelming force from 
which there was no escape. After the sur- 
render, as it is known, five of the disarmed 
soldiers were ki' <d. Mrs. Simmons, with 
the other pri.or 18, was compelled by the 
Savages to witness the butchery. She dis- 
covered that the delight of the Indians was 
much enhanced when they succeeded in 
wringing manifestations of pain and anger 
from their prisoners. She, therefore, sum- 
moned all her fortitude to prevent any ex- 
pression of the anguish which was weighing

SALARIES OF OUR OFFICIALS COM- 
PARED WITH THOSE OF ENGLAND. 


Great Britain Finds Royalty an Ex- 
pensive Luxury—Difference in the 
Character of the Governments Pre- 
vents a Basis for Just Comparison 
~—Figures on the Salaries Paid by 
the Two Nations to Governors Are 
Interesting, However. 


T is frequently asserted that the United 
States Government is extravagant. Per- 
haps it is, but certainly not in the line of 
official salaries, if they are to be com- 

pared with official salaries elsewhere. 
It has been asserted also that there are 
not the incentives for brainy men to go into 


official life that there should be if we are to’ 


get the best that is to be had; that, with a 
few exceptions, real success in an official 
position requires preparation and training— 
in other words, that it should be made a busi- 
ness, and that there should be enough in it 
financially to induce really able men to take 
it up as a business. Perhaps this is an error, 
but a few comparisons of official salaries 
and allowances will prove interesting and 
may prove profitable to the thoughtful 
reader. 

One has only to glance at England’s civil 
list to find out how moderate we are in the 
matter of paying our rulers, and England 
affords the best field for comparison.’ En- 
gland may economize where we are extrava- 
gant, but that country is refreshingly lav- 
ish where we are economical. The Queen,

When we get down to the salaries of Gov- 
ernors of some of the smaller States in 
this country we are pretty far down in 
the British civil list. The Governor of Bar- 
bados, for instance, receives as much for 
a table allowance as the Governors of the 
st wat had States and Territories get as 
salaries: 


Alabama, 
Georgia, Idaho, 
lowa, Kansas, 
North Dakota, North Carolina, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina. 

The amount is $3,000, and it is equal to the 
combined salaries of the Governois of Ver- 
mont and Oregon. 

Big Pay for Small Positions, 


The chief executive officers of Natal and 
West Australia each receive twice the gsal- 
ary of the Governor of New York and more 
than three times the salary of the Governor 
of illinois, and Natal and West Australia 
are not such extraordinarily important 
places, either. As a matter of fact, there 
is hardly a Governor or administrator on the 
list of English officials who receives a salary 
as low as the average paid to American 
Gevernors. The Governor of Fiji gets $1,500 
more than any Governor in this country, 
and the Governor of Bechuanaland only 
$1,000 less than our highest paid State oifi- 
cial. Here are some of the smaller salaries 
dl British executive officers:

LEARN TO GATHER NEWS. 


FLOURISHING LITTLE JOURNALS IN 
CHICAGO’S PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


+ 
Progress Is Being Made in Newspaper 
Work in Several Institutions of 
Chicago—New Venture at the Medill 
School Organised on a Substantial 
Basis—How the Publications of 
the Pupils Are Edited and Man- 
aged, 


T is possible that when the University of 
Chicago puts its chair of journalism in 
the room to be set aside for the teaching 
of the newspaper profession it may find 

in the fréshman class a young fellow well 
able to fill it. 

They are teaching newspaper work in a 
practical way in most of the Chicago high 
schools nowadays. The boys run their own 
papers, and do not attempt to write editorials 
on financial questions, nor to discuss polit- 
ical economy before they have learned the 
difference between a live news item and an 
essay on Egyptology. They have put up the 


under the patronage of the faculty and di- 
vided into sections—one of drama, another 
of literature; another of music; and an- 
other argumentative in its nature. Each 
of these sections meets once a week, all 
four combining every third weeK to hold a 
joint meeting. -The literary section started 
a written journal, which was read at the 
general meeting. This took on something 
of the form of a school paper, and then it 
was that Principal Sabin suggested the es- 
tablishing of a printed journal to be pub- 
lished monthly. The Echo resulted. 


How the Papers Are Edited. 


The method of conducting the Echo is 
similar to that used in the getting out of the 
other school papers. There is a reporter for 
each room in the school building, and it is 
his work to turn in for publication the most 
important events of the school life in that 
room from a news standpoint. That reporter 
is told by the editor what the 
managing editor was told by the old-time 
newspaper man who gave him pointers, that 
the best reporters do not rely only on what 
they see themselves for news, but are glad 
to get any “tips” on good stories which 
may be turned in. The result of this is that 
every boy and girl in each of the rooms isa 
self-constituted news-gatherer. They turn 
in what they wish to the official reporter, 
who adds the material to what he has himself 
ae and turns it over to the managing 

tor. 

The Echo has no trouble in getting ma- 
terial enough to “ fill up with.” For its first 
issue twice as much matter was turned in 
as could be used, and the editorial staff had

T no other time is the human equation 
more sharply injected into the busi- 
ness situation 'than in a time of finan- 
cial disturbance when bank runs de- 

velop. A bank run is a curious phase of hu- 
man nature, and probably the paychologist 
rather than the financier can best measuse 
it and even, perhaps, tell best how to guard 
against it. In any event the uncertain ele- 
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ment, human nature, comes into play in 
business affairs in a way that the shrewd- 
est of business-men are sometimes unable 
to combat whep it breaks forth in the share 
of a bank run. 

Chicago was treated last week to several 
small affairs in the way of runs on savipgs 
banks. None of them amounted to much, 
but the uncertainty as to just what they 
would amount to was enough to put every 
bank officer’ in an wunpleasant frame of 
mind and to mgke even the strongest bank 
throw out safeguards in the way of taking 
advantage of the “‘ sixty-day clause.” The 
law recognizes that at periodical intervals 
savings bank depositors’ are going to be- 
come frightened at one thing or another 
and that they may demand the impossible 
from the savings banks. It has therefore 
been wisely provided that a savings bank 
may at any time decline to pay out deposits 
on demand, but require from depositors six- 
ty days’ notice of their inten to draw out 
their money. ‘née savi Chicago. 
have seldom taken advantage of that clause, 
but nearly all of them did take advantage 
of it last Tuesday, and there is not a bank 
officer connected with any of the principal 
savings banks who is not now satisfied that 
it was the proper thing to do. 

Memorable Runs of 1803. 

The most memorable runs that there have 
been in recent years on Chicago savings 
banks were in 1893, and at that time just 
the opposite course was adopted.

The other members of 
the royal family, excepting the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, draw about as much from 
the Treasury as we give in salaries to the 
entire Senate—S450,000 a year—and the Prin- 
cess of Wales gets as much as the President 
of the United States merely for pin money.

Of course there is no real basis of compar- 
ison in the foregoing, as this country has no 


| royalty, and consequently is relieved of the 


cost of it... However, it Is not needed to illus- 
trate our comparative economy. We do not 
pay as much fer government in the way of 
official salaries as some of the dependencies 
and colonies of Great Britain do. Even put- 
ting royalty aside, we seem to have little 
realization of what a high-saiaried official! is 
in public life. The Goverror-Geneygal of In- 
dia receives two and a half times as much 
as the President of the United States, or 
about half again as much as the entire Su- 
preme Court. He receives $125,000 a year, 
which is just about equal to the combined 
salaries of thirteen of our highest-priced 
State Executives. The Governors-Gencral 
of Canada and Victoria each receive the 
same salary that is given to the President of 
this country, and the Governor of the Ba- 
hamas receives a salary equal to that of the 
Governor of New York—$10,000. Even the 
Governag or Administrator -of Gambia, 
which has a population of only 15,000, of 
which about 65 are whites, receives $500 more 
than the Governor of Illinols. The Gov- 
ernors of Ceylon, New South Wales, and 
Hongkong each receive more than the com- 
bined salaries of the Governors of New 
York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, and 
they are the three highest-paid Governors 
in the United States, receiving $10,000 each. 
The Governor of Jamaica receives $30,000, 
which is as much as the Governors of Colo- 
rado, Wisconsin, Virginia, Indiana, Minne- 
sota, and Missouri get. 

When it comes to salaries of $25,000, En- 
gland can show more among her colonies 
and dependencies than we can of $8,000 or 
over. Following are some of the places 


States get all they are worth; perhaps British 
officials get more than they are worth, At 
any rate there is food for thought in the 
comparison. Is ability in official life rated 
higher in England than it is here, or don’t 
we get so much of it? 

In the same connection it might be sug- 
gested that London pays its Lord Mayor 
£20,000 a year, New York pays its Mayor 
$10,000 a year, and Chicago follows with 
$7,000.

when the other day three or four of them 
were asked how they liked being journal- 
ists they said: We are not journalists; 
we are reporters who are trying to cultivate 
a ‘nose for news’ with a hope that some 
day we may be called newspaper men.” 

They are getting out creditable papers, 
these boys and girls of the Chicago schools, 
and those who are directing the enterprises 
seem to have put the students in the right 
way to gain a knowledge of the ground work 
of newspaper making of the kind which will 
be useful to them later. A number of the 
South Side schools have joined together, and 
are editing and issuing a paper called the 
Chimera. The managerial, cditorial, and 
reportorial staffs are composed of pupils 
from the Hyde Park and South Division 
High Schools, the Harvard, the Princeton-. 
Yale, the Chicago Manual Training Schools, 
and the South Side Academy. The business 
manager of the paper is F. G. Bartlett, while 
the two editors are E. Schlessinger and B. 
H. Judah. There are other school papers 
issued by the West Division, the Northwest, 
and the Lake View High Schools. Ali of 
these have been in existence for some little 
time. 

Newcomer in the Field. 


The latest addition to the number of 
journals is the Echo of the Medill High 
School, Throop street and Fourteent?? place. 
The first issue of the Echo has just been 
printed. With the exception of one lead- 
ing article by Prof. George L. Vorhees on 
the **‘ Educational Value of Science Study ” 
the entire paper is the work of the pupils 
of the school. They wrote all the articles, 
read all the copy and the proof, and pre- 
pared the matter in every way for publica- 
tion. Thé work is the more creditable when 
it is considered that nearly all the pupils 
in the school hear nothing but foreign lan- 
guages spoken while they are at home, and 
the excellence of their English is almost 
entirely a matter of school growth. In this 
high school there are perhaps not half a 
dozen pupils whose parents are of American 
birth. In fact, a large number of the stu- 
dents are themselves foreign-born and knew 
absolutely no English when they began 
their attendance in the public schools of the 
City of Chicago. . 

The Echo was the neg vel of a literary 
society in the school, and the enterprise has 
been fostered in every way possible by the 
school principal—Steward B. Sabin. The 
literary society was formed in 18%. For 
awhile it languished. Then it was taken 
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the best from a mass of much that was good. 
They have shown that they understand thor- 
oughly how necessary it is to keep on good 
terms with the sources of news supply, and 
so in their initial number they apologize 
neatly to those whose contributions were 
neglected, giving the old lack of space excuse 
and asserting that surely there would be 
better luck next time. There is a printing 
press in the school building, and uporr it 
nearly all the examination papers and some 
of the supplementary reading lessons are 
printed. It may be that in the course of the 
development of the newspaper idea that the 

2cho will not only be written, but set up and 
printed by the pupils, though that is a matter 
for the future. 


Run on Business Principles. 


The cost of the first issue of the Echo was 
more than paid for by the money received 
for the advertisements printed. The two 
business managers are Louis F. Rabe and 
William 8. McCartney. They knew that in 
order to successfully manage their end of 
the enterprise they must secure advertise- 
ments. Their first thought was to appoint 
one or two canvassers. A more brilliant idea 
succeeded, and every pupil in the school was 
asked to become an advertising agent, and to 
describe the advantages which the Echo 
offered business-men as a means of calling 
public attention to their wares and work. 
The result of this was a flood of advertising 
matter, and the paper bears the impress upon

ter of fact, every manager at present is on 
the alert to seize upon any one of the as- 
pirants. to histrionic fame who has even a 
reasonable amount of talent, not to speak of 
genius. And as for plays, there is not a 
singlé investor in such articles who would 
not pay a bigger sum today fora really good 
work than has ever been paid in the past. 
As it is, every manager has to secure the 
rights of a’ number of different plays which 
never come to anything and which are often 
*not even produced. A company cannot start 
a season without a few novelties in its réper- 
toire, all of which have to be paid for, but 
very few of which are worth the sum paid 
for the initial night of production. The re- 
sult is that playwrights, so far from being 
an abused body of people, can command a 
considerable sum—say, $500—for works 
which are absolutely, worthless from a com- 
mércial point of view. Consider the new 
plays which have been given this season in 
Chicago; is there one, with the exception of 
‘‘The Enemy to the King” which has paid 
its expenses? What place can ‘“ Hearts- 
ease’ or *‘ Dr. Belgraft” or ‘‘ Castle Som- 
bras” or, to go further, “ Miss Pennington, 
Spinster,”” or “* Vanity -Fair”’ take in the 
répertoire of a good company? They must 
all bring a dead loss to the manager who 
finances their production, and yet the play- 
wright does not suffer. If he does not make 
a success he at least stands to lose nothing. 
At the present moment every actor of 
prominence in the country is on the lookout 
for a good new play, and there is not one 
who would not pay a good price for a first- 
class work of any aalare. It will be inter- 
esting to see how far the new pieces in store 
for us will meet the requirements. So far 
Miss Martha Morton and perhaps Mr. 
Stephens are the only American playwrights 
who have produced good work this year, but 
there‘ are other 5 eer still to come. On 
Monday next Mr. Mansfield will produce the 
“First Violin,” the success or failure of 
which ought to interest us in Chicago, for it 
comes from the pen of Mr. Percival Pollard. 
Next week Mr. and Mrs. Taber will appear 
in Mr. Elwyn Barron’s dramatization of 
**Romola,” a play which they hope to make 
a part of their répertoire. They have 
also in preparation a Scotch play en- 
titled “For Bonnie Prince Charlie,” 
adapted by Mr. Clark from the French 
of Francois Coppée. Mr. Sothern has 
several novelties in view for next sea- 
sor, the most important being a dramatiza- 
tion of ‘**‘ Henry Esmond,” a modern comedy 
by Jerome K. Jerome, and most important of 
all, a modern romantic play by Mr. Stephens, 
of which the scene lies in Cuba.

_M. Brieux has made another bid for fame 
in Paris with a play entitled “ L’Evasion.” 
Finding himself unable ta interest the public 
by a theatrical version of the social problem 
in “ Les Bienfaiteurs ” he has now grappled 
with the doctrine of heredity And solved it to 
his own satisfaction, but certainly not to 
that of his audience. “ L’Evasion” is an 
exact contradiction of Echegaray’s *‘ Son of 
Don Juan” and its prototype, “ Ghosts.” 
Both Ibsen and his Spanish pupil have en- 
deavored to show the tragic side of the doc- 
trine of heredity by making the son of a roué 
go mad. In M. Brieux’s play the son is ex- 
pected to go mad, and he marries, contrary 
to the warnings of his stepfather, who is a 
strong believer in the influences of heredity, 
a girl who from her antecedents ought to be 
infected with the taint of vice. Such is the 
force of the doctor’s influence, however, that 
the young wife is almost tempted to become 
unfaithful through the sheer foree of . the 
warning that has been dinned into her ears. 
She recovers her senses in time, however, 
and the scientific doctor succumbs to mortl- 
fication and heart disease, while the young 
couple live happily ever afterward. The 
play was not a success. But its failure is 
certainly not due to the fact that it belongs 
to the modern realistic school. In fact, as 
long as he follows Ibsen the young author 
produces strong work enough, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that the first act was re- 
ceived in, Paris with loud applause. But 
then after having established an interesting 
state of things by marrying the two degen- 
erates he fails to realize the promise of the 
earlier situations because he delib- 
erately sets about to attagk Ibsen and to 


show that the Norwegian's theories as ex- 
pounded in “‘ Ghosts’”’ are simply moonshine.

She defied 
him, saytnc: “You may kill me, but in 
no other way can you get my child.” This 
was the last effort made to take the child 
from her, though she maintained a vigilant 
watch upon it while she remained a prisoner. 
The Indians paid no further attention to 
the infant except to demand that the mother 
bathe it several times daily in order, as they 
ain to wash the white blood out of iis 
veins. 


Next Taken to Detroit. 


From Mackinac Mrs. Simmons was sent 
in-midwinter to Detroit, a distance of over 
200 miles. The knowledge that the govern- 


ment authorities might ransom her and her 


child kept up the mother’s strength and cour- 
age. The weather was almost unendurable 
and the food of the party was often nothing 
but acorns and nuts found under the snow. 
The child, Susan, now a year old, had much 
increased in weight, yet with her own dimin- 
ished strength the mother not only carried it 
constantly on the march, but generally held 
it in«her arms while she performed the 
camp drudgery for the Indians. When De- 
troit was reached that post was in possession 
of the British and Indians, the latter hav- 
ing practically control. At the departure of 
Gen. Proctor, the British commander, the 
Indians butchered part of the prisoners in 
cold blood. 

From Detroit Mrs. S'mmons and her child 
were taken to Fort Meigs, which was then 
in command of Gen., Harrison. Here she 
was set at liberty and learned thal a supply 
train had just arrived from Cincinnati and 
would immediately return under a strong 
escort. The train was to pass on its return 
within a few miles of her old home in Miami 
County in Ohio. That was 200 miles away, 
the streams were.swolien, the swamps cov- 
ered with water, the roads deep in mud and 
slush, and the weather chilly. But the con- 
trast of this journey with the recent experi- 
ence made it seem like a pleasure trip. She 
was now among friends and soon with her 
child was warmly wrapped in blankets and 
sheltered in a comfortable government 
wagon and on her way home. She arrived 
at the block house safely only to find that 
her trials were not over. Within a short 
time after reaching home her only sister 
and her sister’s husband were killed by the 
Indians while they were at work in the field, 
Four little children were witneszes of the 
murders. The Indians were at that time 
on the warpath in Ohio, amd it seemed to 
Mrs. Simmons as if she had but gone from 
one danger to another as great. The body 
of Mrs. Simmons’ sister was breught into 
the block house on the anniversary of the 
killing of her own husband and son under 
the cottonwood trees at Chicago. 


Mrs. Winan’s Subsequent Movements. 


Susan Simmons, the chilé who haa passed 
through all these privations under the care 
of her mother, grew to womanhood in Ohlo. 
There she met Moges Winans, whom she 
subsequently married. Mrs. Winans re- 
moved with her husband to Springville, 
Lynn County, Ia., in 1853. With them went 
the aged Mrs. Simmons, who died Feb. 27, 
1857. Mr. and Mre. Winans subsequentty 
removed to California, and there Mrs. Wi- 
nans is still living in the home of one of her 
daughters. Six of her childrem are living— 
three in Orange County, Cal., and three in 
Iowa. Mrs. Simmons is 85 years of age but 
does mot look much over 50. Her handwrit- 
ing is firm and all her faculties are unim- 
paired. 

An attempt was made by her friends to in- 
cuce her to come to Chicago at the time of 
the World’s Fair, but she could not bring 
herself to undertake the journey. 

Within the span of this woman's life has 
occurred everything in the history of Chi- 
cago since the year 1812. Her life was 
spared through trials, dangers, and tortures 
which would have broken down all else but 
the courage born of a mother’s love.

Invitations 
to join the chase are eagerly sought and as 
there are some oft best horseback riders 
in the country among the women of St. Joe 
the sport is always excellent and highly ex- 
citing. 

The Colonel's chief assistant in these hunts 
as well as the coon hunts which come on 
later in the season is Judge Spencer, chief 
counsel of the Burlington road. The Judge 
was born and raised on a farmdown on the 
Missouri River bottom, opposite Leaven- 
worth, Kas., and has had an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the fox families of that sec- 
tion of the country ever since he was a boy. 
He can ride a horse with the best of them 
and would rather hunt than eat. 

The Colonel keeps a pack of the finest bred 
foxheunds in the State, or in the country 
outside of Virginia for that matter. There 
are a full dozen in the pack and they are 
full-blooded beauties, every one. When the 
Colonel or the Judge lifts up his voice in 
a call that sounds like a combination of a 
French horn and a hot axle on a log wagon 
the hounds answer in the sweetest music 
that ever sounded in a true hunter’s ear. 
The range of “ voice’ is from the deep bass 
of honest old Tom to the flute-like soprano 
of Bess, the Queen of the pack. There are 
tenors and baritones, too, and the whole is 
blended into songs of hope, despair, or vic- 
tory, as the chase depends, that thrills the 
heart and stirs the blood as no other sport

EFFECT OF WORLD'S FAIR OBSER- 
VATION UPON A CHINESE ARTIST. 


Jo Gang Chung, an Oriental Living in 
Chicac: Has Become Successfal in 
Western Water Color Painting— 
Was Formerly a Cantonese Artist— 
Transformation Points the Infiu- 
ence of the Great Art Palace of the 
Calumbian Exposition. 


HE elevating influence of the World’s 

Fair upon art and architecture has 

been a frequent subject of comment, 

but one striking illustration of this in- 
fluence has escapeg general observation. It 
has accomplished a transformation, almost, 
if not quite, as great as that suggested in the 
biblical query: “Can the leopard change 
his spots or the Ethiopian his skin?” Through 
it a Chinese artist, born in Canton, skilled in 
the grotesque technique peculiar to the paint- 
ers reared in the Flowery Kingdom, has be- 
come modernized in his style and in the

The life of Sir Joseph Barnby, published by Mr. 
Heinemann, is mentioned as a work of great in- 
terest to musical readers and to many others, for, 
in addition to the abilities possessed by the late 
musician in his own art, Sir Joseph was also a man 
of mark in society. Born in 1838 at York, he be- 
came a choirster tn the famous Minster; then a 
student at the Royal Academy of Music, under 
Lucas; afterwards ogganist for nine years at St. 
Andrew's, Well street. He next migrated to St. 
Anne’s, Soho. His beautiful compositions will 
long be popular, ahd his services as principal of 
the Guildhall School and as conductor of the 
Royal Choral Society will never be forgotten. 
Many anecdotes of his early career are in the 
yolume, which has also a number of allusions to 

events, showing the position of musical cult- 
ure in England half a century ago and the progress 
it has since made.

He spent most 
of his time in the Art Building and what he 
saw there changed all his ideas of art, in fact, 
changed his entire nature and since that sum- 
mer he has ceased to be a Chinese, has as- 
sumed the dress of an American, has changed 
his name into Joseph C. Gang, and now oc- 
cupies a studio in Clark street, where he 
paints pictures of surprising beauty in the 
accepted style of European and American 
art. His handling of color is  brill- 
ilant in the extreme and his water 


all the time—like American ane we paint 
no other way.” 

Brief is the story of Jo Gang Chung, as re- 
lated by himself, but it covers the aspira- 
tions of a lifetime. Centuries of conserva- 
tism and formule have so indurated the 
Chinese mind that the acceptance of a mod- 
ern idea is almost un 
‘ ments in methods o 


but they will not 
coalesce with Western civilization. They 
persist in wearing their mative costume, and 
they make no concessions to the customs 
of the nations they invade. The cue, which 
subjects them to ridicule and insult, is never 
sacrificed, and if it is sometimes coiled 
around the head, this is done to escape the 
predaceous hands of street arabs, and not to 
placate public opinion. Yet, in spite of all 
these obstacles of race prejudice and in- 
herited inertia, Jo Gang Chung transformed 
himself and became not only an American 
in costume, but an artist of original im- 
pulses and poetic imagination. | 


Love for Bright Colors. 


There is one trait of Chinese character still 
retained by Mr. Gang. He loves bright 
colors, and, this being the cause, it is natura! 
that the peacock should be a great favorite 
with him. He employs this gorgeous bird 
most frequently in his pictures and excels in 
reproducing the iridescent and many colors 
ofits plumage. The landscape wiih two pea- 
cocks in the foreground, shown in the il- 
lustration, is reproduced directly from one 
of the Chinese artist’s recent paintings. As 
a contrast to this work Gang was requested 
to make a study in sepia of peacocks dione 
in the Chinese styles. The Chinese study is 
shown in contrast with the work done in 
European style. 

The reproductions of Gang’s work will give 
artists and lovers of art an idea of what 
the World’s Columbian Exposition has done 
in the way of changing the life-work of 
this artist, who is now only in his 20th year. 
If it could produce such results, working 
on such peculiar and conservative material, 
it is interesting to consider what may be 
expected from fts influence on American 
art, already turned in the right direction 
and eager to follow the leadings of the 
highest and best exemplars. 


WOMEN AS BXPERT COUNTERFRITERS. 


Detectives Claim Every Important 
Gang Ever Arrested Had at Least 
One Female Member. 


Washington Post: Women have a weak- 
ness for counterfeiting. The first person 
ever executed for that crime was a woman. 
She was an English woman, named Barbara 
Spencer, and was put to death in 1721 for 
making false shillings. She was strangled 
and burned at the stake. Curiously endétgh, 
her accomplices were acquitted. 

Nancy Kidd was one of the most remark- 
able female counterfeiters ever known in 
this country. She belonged to a family of 
noted forgers. She carried on her nefarious 
trade for more than thirty years in Chicago, 
and was arrested there many times. On one 
of these occasions a lot of fiber paper was 
discovered on her persom The government 
officials were completely at a loss to know 
how she had obtained this. Finally she con- 
fessed that a chemical solution had been 
used to wash the faces of the notes and make 
them perfectly clean. Thus she was in the 
habit of taking $1 bills and changing them 
into larger denominations. The government 
authorities released her in return for this 
valuable information and for telling them 
what the solution was. However, they had 
her shadowed by detectives, and finally 
caught her with $17,000 wérth of counterfeit 
money in a box. She was found guilty upon 
seven different indictments for counterteit- 
ing, and was sentenced to eight years in 
State prison, where she finally died. 

One of the cleverest tricks ever played on 
Uncle Sam was invented by a woman who 
lived in Philadelphia. Her plan was to take 
$10 and $20 gold pieces, and with a small 
drill worked by steam powef, to bore out the 
insides and then refill them with some base 
metal, being very careful that they should 
weigh exactly the right amount when she 
had finished. This she accomplished by 
drilling through the milled edge of the coin, 
and then, after filling the hole, covered it 
with a little of the extracted gold. In this 
way she made $7.50 on every eagle and about 
$16 on every double eagle. The officials of 
the secret service Say that this is the safest 
device ever invented for cheating the Treas- 


ury. 

Counterfeiting is very apt to run In fami- 
lies. This, of course, is natural, as a father 
| brings up his son or daughter to follow nis 
profession. Women who would otherwise 
be good are often led into this sort of crime 
by marrying men who carry it on as a busi- 
ness. But s@metimes it works fhe other 


way, Women teach their husbands how to 
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color paintings havo a strength and 
solidity not usually found in works ex- 
pressed im that medium. His study, repro- 
duced in THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE displaying 
two peacocks in the foreground of a charm- 
ing landscape, fairly blazes with prismatic 
hues, while his perspective is worthy of a stu- 
dent of the best schools confirmed by years 
of earnest study and experience. AS a por- 
trait painter in oils he has also been success- 
ful in reproducing the likeness and his accu- 
racy and minuteness of detail are such as 
would forever bar him from a place among 
the impressionists. 

Overconrtes Chinese Conservatism. 

When one considers how strongly in- 
trenched in conservatism the Chinese are, 
the wonder is not that Gang should paint 
well, but that he should attempt to paint

at all in the European method. However 
skillful he may have become in expressing 
himself in colors, he has not yet managed 
to overcome the difficulty of expressing him- 
self fluently in the English tongue. 

Seated in his studio the other day, he en- 
deavored to explain how he was induced to 
change his style in art. His story was brief, 
broken, but intelligible and altogether sin- 
cere. He said: ‘‘I born in Canton, 1868— 
studied, to paint China way—came to San 
Francisco, 1889. Paint pictures 
heard of World’s Fair—came to Chica- 
go. Went to Art Palace—I like it—I go there 
every day. The pictures!—I crazy. Must 
learn how doit that way. Study hard—paint 


there— | 


make false money. This is what happened 
when Ben Boyd married Mary Ackerman of 
Indiana. Her father was one of the most 
successful counterfeiters of his day, and his 
daughter had a therough acquaintance with 
theart. Mrs. Boyd carefully taught her hus- 
band all the secrets of the trade, and he be- 
eame one of the most famous forgers of the 
age. 

Thev carried on the business with such a 
high degree of skill that they were not cap- 
tured for years, and, when at last the se- 
cret service Hawkshaws did run them down, 
not a single counterfeit plate, note, or coin 
was found in their possession. When their 
house was searched $8,000 in good money was 
found. This small amount was all the 
mohey they had accumulated during all their 
years of crime. Of course, the officers could 
not touch it. Afterward sufficient evidence 
was secured to convict them, and they were 
sent to prison. They both claimed to be 
converted while In the State prison, and after 
their release settled in Chicago, where they 
apparently lived an honest life. 

A case that annoyed the secret service very 
much was that of a woman whdemployed a 
clever dodge. She went to a large shop and 
selected a valuable shawl. To pay for this 
ahe handed the clerk a United States Treas- 
ury note for $1,000. He took the money and 
disappeared, not returning for several min- 
utes. Whem he came back she asked him 
why he had kept her waitiing, and he con- 
fessed that he had taken the bill to a bank 
near by to be sure that it was good. She pre- 
tended to be very angry, and said that she 
would not buy the shawl on any account, 
and walked out of the shop. A little later in 
the day she returned, and said that as she 
could not find any other shawl that suited 
her as well in the other shops, she had de- 
cided to take it in spite of the insult offered 
her. She cave him the $1,000 bill, and get- 
ting the shaw! and the change, left the shop. 
The owner of the shop afterward discovered 
that the note he finally accepted was a coun- 
terfeit. The first bill had been good, but on 
her return she gave him the false one, which 
was a wonderfully clever imitation. The se- 
eret service was much agitated about this 
and several others: of the thousand-dollar 
bills which turned up, but they have since 
captured the plates. 

Practically every gang of counterfeiters 
ever arrested has had women associates. In 
the office of the secret service in Washington 
there is a large frame, four feet square, filled 
with the photographs of women who have 
either made or passed false money. Men al- 
most always. employ their wives or daugh- 
ters for the purpose of “shoving” their 


counterfeits. 


London’s Insane Asylums. 

The London County Council has decided to 
spend £1,000,000 on the provision of new 
asylums for the insane. The expenditure is 
to be spread over five years, and at the close 
of that period it is believed that the pro- 
vision of asylum accommodation will be ful- 
ly adequate to the wants of the metropolis.

IMPORTANT QUESTION OF THE “ TIP.’ 


Labouchere Takes a Hand in the Dis- 
cussion in Truth. 

London Truth: The Paris edition of the 
New York Herald, when not engaged in 
conclusively proving that the Sultan is what 
Mr. Parnell would have termed a nice, kind- 
ly old gentleman, exceptionally fitted to 
take part at an Armenian tea party, has been 
devoting itself of late to the question of 
hotel tips, and in order to elucidate the mat- 
ter it has addressed a series of questions to 
the principal European hotelkeepers, many 
of whom have sent replies. It would seem 
that the Americans are strongly against 


these tips, but that they are more lavish: 


in respect to them than other nationalities. 
The hotelkeepers a fittle evade the question 
of a charge for service in their bills, but they 
insist that every servant in their employ re- 
ceives good wages, and they imply that this 
charge does not cover the wage. They be- 
lieve that tips are the only way in which 
good, willing service can be insured, for 
without them their servants would be re- 
miss. 

The scale of tips recommended varies. 

Some suggest that every guest ought to 
distribute 10 per cent of the amount of his 
bill, some 5 per cent. For a family of two 
residing-in a hotel the proper distribution, 
according to most of them, is: Hall porter, 
five francs; head waiter, five francs; cham- 
bermaid, four francs; table d’hdte waiter, 
three francs; boots, three francs: waiter 
bringing breakfast to room, four francs. But 
in some estimates the amount is consider-, 
able larger. Evidently, however, the tips of 
@ person or of a family staying one night at 
a hotel would be proportionately a good deal 
higher. Say, in the instance of a single man, 
that the bill is thirty francs, and that the 
tips all told are five francs, this would be a 
good deal more than 10 per cent on the 
amount of the former. I make it out that a 
hall porter receives about half a franc per 
diem from each guest. 

A country may change its laws, but coun- 
tries will never alter what has become a 
universal custom. Therefore, it is a mere 
waste of timé to protest against hotel tips, 
for they will always be given. The nuisance 
connected with them is that no one exactly 
knows what to give and to whom it should 
be given, while it is troublesome to distribute 
them among half a dozen people. Some 
persons, too, will be more generous than 
others, and this also is mot likely to be al- 
tered. 

What I would consequently suggest is 
that the total amount of the tips should be 
handed to one particular person, and that 
this amount should be subsequently distrib- 
uted upon some settled ratio among those 
who have, or who think that they have, 2 
claim forthem. This would save a world of 
trouble and would be fair all round. It cer- 
tainly does seem absurd that service should 
be charged in the bill, and subsequently paid 
for separately.

BIRRELL’S EDITION OF BOSWELL's 
WORK SHOWS IATTLE MERIT. 


Famous Remark of the Doctor Char- 
acterizes the Production—“<Jt I 
Not Well Done, but Surprise Is Felt 
That It Should Be Dome at All *— 
Shows No Improvement Over Older 
Revisions and Has No Points of 
Distinction to Recommend It, 


NE is almost tempted at first sight in 
reading Mr. Birrell’s new edition of 
Bovwell’s great biography to apply 
to it Johnson's famous remark upon

And so 
he was not to be overcome by Johnson’s bru- 
tal manner when he first obtained an intro- 
duction. 

“ From Scotland,” said Mr. Davies in ex- 
planation to Johnson, well knowing the great 
man’s contempt for the northern race. 

“Mr. Johnson,”’ said Boswell, *‘ I do in- 
deed come from S¢éotland, but I cannot help 
it.” It is hard for a Scotchman to be dis- 
loyal, and Boswell must have felt the indig- 
nity, but he was not rewarded. Johnson, 
playing upon the word “come” and using 
it In the sense to “ come away from,” ‘at 
once replied in his best sledgehammer-like 
style: ‘‘ That, sir, I find, is what a very 
great many of your countrymen cannot 
help.’’ , ; 

A less determined man might have ' been 
driven away ditogether by such a greeting. 
Not so Boswell. He took every blow that 
was dealt out to him by turning the other 
cheek to the smiter. He sacrificed his coup- 
trymen to his love for Johnson, and records

achieved his first success in the Salon of the 
Rose-Croix in Paris.

Certainly his preface is illu- 
mined by no startling originality: and his 
notes are so insignificant that they might 
just as well be omitted, for they do little more 
than affix names to persons mentioned anon- 
ymously in the text, where in most cases the 
name itself is either of little importance or 
may be easily supplied by any reader of 
average intelligence. 

Its One Merit. 

For the rest, the new edition is in six vol- 
umes and owes whatever of merit it may 
possess to the art of the bookbinder. Still, 
in one respect Mr. Birrell has done us a 
service. He has at least called the attention 
of the public to one of the greatest works 
of the eighteenth century and has en- 
deavored to thrust it in a convenient form 
into the hands of many people who have 
never read it but who have every qualifica- 
tion for enjoying it. It also provides an 
excuse for saying a word or two in praise of a 
writer who, in spite of having compiled a 
book which will live as long as the English 
language is read, is nevertheless, thanks 
chiefly to Macaulay’s celebrated essay, re- 
garded by most people as an idolatrous fool. 

it is quite true that Boswell had an ab- 
surd reverence for his illustrious friend: it 
is quite true that he was as conceited as 
Cicero and as snobbish as any English par- 
venu of today; it is true that he submitted, 
like any fawning cur, to the lashes of the 
doctor’s tongue; he had, as Macaulay says, 
all the w ‘sses which go to make up the 
character of a good biographer. But what 
mean of genius has been without his faults?

Great Command of Language. 


And yet Boswell shows an abundant in- 
telligence and a command of the language 
which has belonged to very few authors be- 
fore or since. His final peroration is a mas- 
terpiece of style, and on many occasions his 
judgement, although deferentially expressed, 
compared very favorably with that of John- 
son himself. He was brave enough to de- 
fend Gray’s elegy against his friends’ at- 
tacks, and often when he has expressed a 
humble difference of opinion he has been 
pronounced right by the verdict of seucceed- 
ing generations. 

When all is said and done it must be ad- 
mitted that the author of the *‘ Lives of the 
Poets ’’’ was very much influenced by the 
thought of his time, and exhibits a strange 
vulgarity of taste. To him Pope, of all peo- 
ple, was the paragon of poetry, and he is s@ 
much imbued with a liking for the eighteenth 
century Alexandrine that he finds more 
beauty in a couplet from Pope or Dryden 
than in all the blank verse which Milton 
ever wrote. On. this point Boswell uninten- 
tionally expresses his opinion of Johnson’s 
judgment when he tells us in a note what 
a shepherd on Lord Hopeton’s estate said 
of ** Paradise Lost”: 

‘‘An’t please your lordship this is a very 
odd kind of author; he would fain rhyme, 
but he cannot get at it.’’ 

This is exactly what Johnson thought upon 
the same subject, although he does not ex- 
press it so neatly. And then a tribute ought 
to be paid to Boswell’s truthfulness. With 
all his admiration for the great man he 
records his sayings, good, bad, and indiffer-

Goldsmith: “* Well, Jet we teil you, when. 
my tailor brought home my bloom-colored 
coat he said: * Sir, 1 have a favor to beg of 
you, When anybody asks you who made 
your clothes, be pleased to mention John 
Filby at the Harrow, in Walter Lane.”’ 

Johnson: “ Why, sir, that was because he 
knew the strange color would attract crowds 
to gaze at it, and thus they might hear of him 
and see how well he could make a coat of 
even so absurd a color.” 

Character of Johnson's Wit. 


A good deal of Johnson's wit was of this 
personal nature, which we only expect nowa- 
days in broad farce comedy and which would 
certainly not have been tolerated from any 
other man. Boswell admits the truth of Gold- 
smith’s application of Cibber’s famous wit- 
ticism: ‘“ When Johnson's pistol. misses 
fire he knocks you down with the butt.”’ 

Johnson had been denying the usefulness 
of medicated baths and the absorption of 
healing matter through the pores of the 
skin. Finding that he could not logically 
wphold hie side of the argument he turned 
to his opponent and advised him, if he was 
determined to use the baths, to see that 
the pores of his head were well opened. So 
again, when a friend who had a dislike for 
odes remarked that cucumbers (to which 
Johmson had likened Gray’s odes) were al- 
ways better than that particular kind of 
verse: ‘‘ Yes, sir,” sald Johnson, “if you 
are a hog.’’ 

But we have no reason to suppose that 
Boswell was unaware of the doctor’s weak- 
nesses. It is a poor compliment to a painter 
who paints truthfully to say that he does 
not know the difference between a good feat- 
ure and a bad one; and so it Is unfair to stp- 
pose that because Boswell gives us Johnson 
at his best and at his worst that he cannot 
discriminate between wit and rudeness. In- 
deed, the obsequious Scotchman, for all his 
reverence, cannot forego the pleasure of an 
occasional sly hit at the doctor. 

Johnson, to prove that great men have a 
care for the smallest details, referred to the 
story that the King of Prussia could tell 
the exact position in his cellar of every bot- 
tle of wine: and, talking of the matter after- 
wards with Boswell, the doctor remarked 
gleefully that his opponent had sprung a 
Lord upon him, but he had downed him with 
the King of Prussia. “ Yes, sir,”’ said Bos- 
well; “ you threw a bottle at his head.” 
Which retort expresses exactly the methods 
s0 often adopted by Johnson in his wordy 
warfare. ‘ 

Perhaps the most amusing part of Bos- 
well’s book is devoted to the squabbles be- 
tween Johnson and Goldsmith, which remind 
one more than anything else of Landseer’s 
famous picture of the majestic bloodhound 
and the impertinent terrier. The big dog has 
merely to put its paw gently but firmly upon 
the little dog, Johnson has merely to remark 
to Goldsmith, “ Sir, you are impertinent,” 
to settle the whole matter. And yet two of 
the best saying in the whole of these six vol- 
umes came from the despised author of ** She 
Stoops to Conquer.” 

One of these remarks has already been 
quoted. The other is the well-known retort 
made by*Goldsmith when Johnson laughed 
at his criticisms of the fable of the fishes. 

‘‘Now if you, sir, had made little fishes 
talk they would have talked like whales.”’ 

It is pleasing to know that after all John- 
son was a true friend to the irrepressible 
little Irishman and indeed was instrumental 
in selling the *“* Vicar of Wakefield ’’ for:him. 
The book brought £60, and Johnson\thought 
the price a good one considering the fact that 
Goldsmith was then practically an unknown 
writer. 

Poverty and distress were always sure 
means whereby to excite the interest of the 
doctor, and for his great kindliness and hu- 
manity we may well forgive his uncouth 
dress and rough humor. If he had no great 
fordness for clean linen, if he had passions 
to indulge and fears to repress, if he was 
bigoted in his beliefs and complacent in his 
judgments, he was nevertheless a great, kind- 
hearted man who combined in his person 
most that was good in the eighteenth centu- 
ry. For which reason we are all the more in- 
cebted to James Boswell that he has given us 
a portratt of the very man drawn with lines 
that are forever distinct and painted with 
colors that can never fade. 

And so it is no discredit to him that he 
should have been proud of his work, for he 
can safely say with Thucydides that his 
work is a ‘* possession. forever ’”’ and repeat 
the famous ‘‘ non omnis moriar ”’ of Horace.

a bank meant a bank run, andia bank run 
meant weakness. So they started to draw 
their money and the run became a veritable 
fact and it lasted until the doors were forced 
to close. 

Both depositors and bankers are to be 
congratulated on the small disturbance 
which the week brought forth. The banks 
were seldom in a position to better meet & 
run.

Necessity for Rapid Transit, from the 
Center of the City to the Suburbs 
Leads to the Construction of a Re- 
markable System—The Cars Run 
Through a Subway Beneath the 
Streets and of Nearly the Same Di- 
mensions tn Width.

ITH the growth of bus‘ness in large 
cities, the congestion of traffic, and 
the crowding of many varied in- 
dustries into the limited area com- 

prising the business district, the problem of 
rapid transit has assumed remarkable pro- 
portions. Surface roads are admittedly ob- 
fectionable, both because travel upon them 
is continually delayed by vehicles, fires, and 
the hundred and one other causes present in 
the streets of a great city, and because, how- 
ever great the care exercised, they are more 
or less of a menace to the lives of pedestrians. 
To avoid these evils there are but twe meth- 
ods possible—raising the tracks above the 
atreet levcl or putting them underground. 
In the United States the tendency has been 


impassable, but the result made up for the , 


discomforts experienced. . 
As laid out and now completed the route 
f the roadis as follows: Beginning at the 
ME elena Sm near the river bank, it runs 
under the Eizella appats. then under Dreissig- 
st along Elizabeth Park to Franz 

Deakpl latz, thence under the Walitzner 
Saoberard to Andrassyetrasse. Down this 
broad thoroughfare the course is straight 
as an arrow for the exposition grounds at 
the Stadtwalchen, or town woods. At the 
entrance to «he exposition grounds is an 
artesian well, the water from which forms 
a targe pond dotted with little islands. Under 
this pond the road runs, incased in con- 
crete walls, which protect it from the water, 
and making a wide turn, ends at the gates 
of the exposition. 

Length of the Road. 

The entire length of the road is 375 kilo- 
meters, or about two and one-third miles. 
Of this 322 kilometers, nearly two miles, is 
underground, and 53 kilometers, about one- 
third of a mile, on the surface. Thesteepest 
grade in the course is one in fifty. 

The details of the construction are highly 
interesting. In all particulars the considera- 
tion has been to make the general structure 
as light as is consistent with the weight to 
be supported. The street above—that is, the 
pavement, with its load of vehicles and foot- 
passengers—is carried by the stone side 
walls of the subway and a row of columns 
down its center. Upon the side walls and 
the center columns heavy girders were 
placed, in much the same manner as in the 
floor of a modern office building, and the 
spaces between made solid with concrete, 
Upon these girders is borne the whole weight 
of the street above. The columns are set 
four meters, about thirteen feet, apart, and 
the girders one meter, a little over three 
feet. The least width of the turre! or sub-

to élevate the tracks; in Europe, in part at 
least, it has been in the other direction; and 
there is no better example of what has been 
there accomplished along this line than the 
underground electric railway put in opera- 
tion last spring in Buda-Pesth. 

Por a number of years the necessity for a 
clty railway leading from the center of the 
town to the suburbs along the route followed 
by the new road has been recognized. As 
early as 1876 the subject of a railway on 
Andrassystrasse, one of the main thorough- 
fares of the city, has been agitated. The 
problem of its construction was, however, 
a difficult one. Natural obstructions pre- 
sented themselves It was undesirable for 

ny reasons to attempt a surface road of 
any sort, and it was considered that. rapid 
transit was as dif$cult a thing to obtain on 
the crowded streets of Buda-Pesth as in 
any other city. In the end the matter was 
dropped. 
| Becomes a Necessity. 

With the organization of the Millennial Ex- 
position of 1896, however, the problem became 
more imperative. The need of transporta- 
tion facilities from the center of the city 
to the exposition grounds was obvious. It 
was equally obvious that the facilities then

way is six meters, a little less than twenty 
feet, and its height is about three meters, 
nearly ten feet. As regards water falling 
upon the street above, the subway is water- 
tight, and all ground water is carried off 
through a sewer as rapidly as it collects. 


Lighted by Separate System. 


The subway and cars are both lighted by 
electricity—the tunnel by a separate system, 
so that in case of accident to the main cur- 
rent the passengers will not be left in dark- 
ness. Such signals as are necessary are also 
given by electricity. The entire operating 
power comes from a single station in the 
Gartnergasse. 

The stations, situated at convenient inter- 
vals along the road, are beautifully deco- 
rated with tiles of majolica ware, and the 
passageway through which a flight of twen- 
ty-one steps descends to the subway is 
brightly lighted from the top and sides. 

The road was opened to the public May 2, 
1896. There were put in operation ten motor 
cars, accommodating fifty people each. The 
cars are run five minutes apart and reach a 
speed of forty kilometers, about twenty-four 
miles, an hour. 

At first, to the surprise of those interested 
in the undertaking, the people of*Buda-Pesth 
seemed far from anxious to take advantage 
of the better transportation offered them. 
As soon, however, as the facilities offered by 
the new. road became apparent a steadily

afforded were wholly inadequate. The con- 
struction of a city railway had ceased to be 
a matter of@ebate and had become a neces- 
sity, and Andrassystrasse, the natural route 
from the business district to the exposition 
grounds, was again brought forward as the 
most available path. 

It was then that an underground road was 
suggested. That the undertaking would be 
one of great magnitude was understood fron: 
the firgt—eo well understood that there was 
more oF less doubt expressed as to the prac- 
ticability of the scheme. Its promoters, 
however, were confident of success and de- 
Signs f@ the system were drawn up in the 
early pagt of 1894. They proved satisfactory, 
gave promise of conquering the difficulties 
to be overcome, and a company was organ- 
ized to carry the work to completion. The

DENNIS M’CAKTHY’S BiG SPEECH. 


Wanted to Buy Bronkile Torches for 
the Parade. 

Harper’s Magazine: It was in the Harri- 
son and Cleveland campaign of 1888. Den- 
nis McCarthy of the First Ward, in the 
City of —, had exhausted the possibil- 
ities of his career in becoming the trusted 
leader of its Cleveland cohorts. 

The ‘kid gloves’’ of the Seventh Ward 
had secured a rather ornate club-room in 
their district, and were branching out toward 
the dimensions of a semi-social as well as an 
entirely political club, which was to become, 
in their minds, the center of * civic purity ” 
and the organ of an “ aroused public con- 
science.’ 

They had already gone outside of their own 
ward to secure eminent representatives of 
the noble party of the great people. General- 
ly these eminent representatives had some- 
thing more than a political pull in their own 
districts. They had influence. Here was 
Dennis’ opportunity to enlarge the horizon 
of his hopes. To become a trusted adviser, 
or perhaps more, in the Cleveland Reform 
— of the Seventh Ward was now his aole 
aim. 

Qne serious obstacie intervened. Dennis’ 
acquaintance with his stepmother tongtte 
was abutm@iantly equal to the exigencies of 
the “* famous First,”’ but it was not entirely 
adapted to the verbal requirements of the 
“ Kid-glove”’ Seventh.
